WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP).— 
America’s 44 million individual] in- 
come taxpayers were put on a 
pay-as-you-go basis, as President 
Roosevelt signed into law today 
legislation abating 75to100 per 
cent of one year’s taxes and im- 
posing a 20 per cent witholding 
levy against wages and salaries, 
effective July 1. 

The President’s action formally 
wrote an end to the bitterest party 
legislative battle of recent times, 
during which House Democrats 
thrice succeeded by narrow mar- 
gins in battering down the Repub- 
lican-propelled Rum) plan which 
would have cancelled out an entire 
tax year. 
After a four-month stalemate on 

varied modifications of the plan 
orginated by Beardsley Ruml, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, the compro- 
mise legislation made law today 
was brought out by a House-Senate 
conference committee. 

Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, House Republican tax 
spokesman, described the approved 
act as "75 per cent of the Ruml 
pian.” 

Abatement Section. 

The abatement section of the bill 
provides: 

1. Each taxpayer owing up to 
$50 in taxes for the one year, 
(1942 or 1943) in which he had the 
smaller taxable income will get 
100 per cent abatement. 

2. Persons whose abatement year 
tax bill is between $50 and $66.67 
get a flat $50 abatement, and 

3. All taxpayers with an abate- 
ment year bill over $66.67 receive 
a deduction of 75 per cent, with 
the remaining 25 per cent to be 
paid half on March 15, 1944 and 
half March 15, 1945, in eddition to 
current taxes. Similarly the tax- 
payers in the class between $50 
and $66.67 pay off their remaining 
smal] obligation in two such in- 
gtallments. 

In all cases the abatement oc- 
curs in the one year (1942 or 
1943) in which the taxpayer had

ITALIAN PRISONERS OF WAR 


AT FORT WOOD 


Paid 80 Cents a Day—Letters Home Show 
They Enjoy Food — News From Africa 
Convinces Them Axis Is Losing.

FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo., 
June 10. — Italians who once 
marched in the proud legions of 
Mussolini are now confined in a 
war prisoners’ camp in the foot- 
hills of the Ozarks, working six 
days a week about the grounds of 
the United States Army Post at 


Fort Leonard Wood. 

This is one of the three enemy 
prisoners’ camps in Missouri. The 
others are at Camp Clark, near 
Nevada, and at Weingarten, 

The prisoners here appear to be 
willing enough to work, although 
some of them complain that the 
Missouri sun is hotter than that 
of sunny Italy. Several have 
shaved their carefully cultivated 
mustaches and beards for the sake 
of comfort. 

They enjoy an occasional after- 
noon off from work, and most of 
them spend their leisure lying on 
their barracks cots in their under- 
clothing. Others lounge on the 


grass or play la bocci on a court 
built under the shade trees. 

The majority of the Italians are 
in the mid-twenties, and appear to 
be from I] Duce’s first-line fight- 
ing men. They look more like 
good-natured boys, however, with 
grinning faces and shaven heads, 
showing off the home-made dec- 
orations of their barracks with 
great pride. 

Over the front door of one of 
the tar-papered covered barracks 
is the word in big gold letters, 
“Centauro,” the name of an Ital- 
ian division. 

Give Fascist Salute. 

About 40 men were reclining on 
the cots inside. They leaped to 
their feet, and gave a Fascist sa- 
lute when an American lieutenant 
entered. He returned the salute in 
the American manner and told 
them to be at ease. He began ask- 
ing questions about their barracks, 
and the men pointed out their 
prize treasures. 

Several guitars and a battered 
trombone hung along the walls, 
and one of the prisoners said the

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP).— 
An antistrike bill so broad it might 
be used to outlaw walkouts in 4 
war industry emerged today as 
congressional challenge to ihe 
controversies that interrupt pro- 
duction on the home front.

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP).— 
John L. Lewis’ United Mine Work- 
ers were told by the Government 
today that they will be fined $1 a 
day for their June 1-5 walkout. 
Lewis immediately denounced the 


action as “another step to political 
tyranny in America.” 

Lewis commented: 

“An unwarranted, illegal act. An 
act which takes nearly three mil- 
lion dollars worth of food from the 
fingers and mouths of children of 
the mining camps—a brutal appli- 
cation of economic’ sanctions 
against free citizens. Another step 
toward political tyranny in Amer- 
ica.” 

A brief introduction to his state- 
ment said that “the wage agree- 
ment having expired, along with 
several extensions the United Mine 
Workers cannot understand how 
fines can be levied under the pro- 
visions of an expired contract.” 

UMW Officer’s Comment. 
Before Lewis made this state- 
ment, a West Virginia union offi- 
cer said of the fines: “This means 
another walkout.” The UMW of- 
ficer, in District 31 at Fairmont, 
declined the use of his name. He 
said the miners “would not stand 
for” the fines. 

In another development, the 
mine workers were disclosed to 
have won over Central Pennsyl- 
vania operators to a daily pay in- 
crease of $1.30. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
as Federal boss of the mines, told 
of the fining. Charles O’Neill, 
spokesman for the Central Penn- 
sylvania operators, announced to 
the War Labor Board that his 
group had agreed on the $1.30 
figure for settling the portal-to- 
portal pay demand of the miners. 

Lewis had sought $2. The asso- 
ciation covers mines employing 
about 65,000 men. 

UMW Not Represented. 

O’Neill’s organization withdrew 
from the joint wage conference 
yesterday, but he attended the 
WLB hearing to announce his 
agreement with Lewis. The other 
Appalachian operators reported the 
failure of their negotiations with 
the miners. The UMW was not 
represented at the hearing. 

O'Neill told the board his objec-

ABOARD A UNITED STATES

They knew they were through 
but, with the exhortations of the 
Feuhrer and their lesser leaders 
ringing in their ears, they were 
out to show us that they were 
tough guys, even in defeat, 

At Cape Bon they looked a little 
sheepish as we rounded them up 
by the tens of thousands and 
added insult to injury by treating 
them as just so many sheep. We 
didn’t have guards enough to 
handle them, so we told them to 
get back to the prisoner cages as 
well as they could. 

Today the sheepishness is gone 
and the one-time devils have be-

PREOo DECLARES 


Landing on Pantelleria 
Expected Any Moment 
—Fascist Fleet to Fight, 
Its Chief Says. 


— 


LONDON, June 10 (AP).—The 
third anniversary of Italy’s en- 
trance into the war found its Med- 
iterranean island outposts under 
heavy, prolonged assault today with 


sections of the London press as- 
serting that an Allied landing pos- 
sibly was imminent on Pantelleria, 
and the Italian mainland itself fac- 
ing a growing threat of invasion. 

Unofficial observers and the press 
here held that the failure of Pan- 
telleria Island to capitulate after 
being called on Tuesday to surren- 
der, might be the signal for land- 
ing parties to storm the tiny rock 
in the sea, halfway between Tu- 
nisia and Sicily. 

“Official News of Landing Ex- 
pected This Morning,” was the 
headline in today’s Daily Express 
over a survey of the Pantelleria 
situation. 

The headline was a reflection of 
widespread belief that important op- 
erations were impending if not 
actually under way, although there 
was no official word to beaf out 
the belief. 

Move to Bolster Italy’s Morale. 

Fascist rulers sought to reas- 
sure their peoples, and one Rome 
broadcast declared that the people 
were standing firm, possessed of 
“hard-set resistance and will which 
can only be measured with the an- 
cient Romans’ desperate resistance 
force when the cry sounded ‘Han- 
nibal is before the town gates!’” 

Admiral Arture Riccardi, com- 
mander of the Italian fleet said in 
a broadcast today it “is at action 
stations ready to stand up to and 
to oppose the enemy’s attacks and 
to repulse them.” 

“Any moment now may be the 
eve of the battle,” the Rome radio 
quoted Riccardi as saying. “Our 
large naval units ,in spite of their 
apparent inertia, are preparing for 
the enemy’‘s offensive.” 

A commentator on the same pro- 
gram added: “The Italian fleet is 
so very daring. Whenever and 
wherever it is needed, it will al- 
ways be there.” 

Reshuffle of Prefects. 

The Rome radio said the third 
anniversary of Italy’s entry into 
the war had been chosen for the 
“annual reshuffle” of the prefects 
of provincial capitals, including the 
head men of such heavily bombed

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, June 10 (AP).— 
Allied air forces of the Northwest 
Africa command hammered at the 
bomb-scarred Italian outpost island 
of Pantelleria for the eighteenth 
consecutive day yesterday while 
American Liberator bombers from 
Middle East bases attacked two 
air fields on Sicily, at Gerbini and 


Catania, it was announced today. 

Twelve enemy planes were re 
ported shot down on the Pantel- 
leria raids and at least three by 
the American flyers from Middle 
East bases. One Allied plane was 
lost over Pantellerila where enemy 
air resistance was somewhat in- 
creased, 

The strength of the Pantelleria 
assault was not disclosed, but it 
underscored the Allied determina- 
tion, announced in a special com- 
munique yesterday, to blast this 
Italian outpost “until it collapses.”

CANBERRA, AUSTRALIA, June 
10 (AP).—Prime Minister John 
Curtin indicated today that the 
time is approaching when the 
Allies’ strategy of defensive war- 
fare in the Southwest Pacific may 
give way to a policy of limited 
and perhaps full-scale attack on 
the Japanese. 

“The holding war imposed on us 
under circumstances of great dif- 
ficulty has been an _ obligation 
under global strategy which has 
been discharged,” Curtin declared. 
“I fee] the pressure on this country 
is to be thrown back on the en- 
emy.” 

The Prime Minister’s declara- 
tion was part of a formal state- 
ment issued on the basis of his 
meetings at Sydney Monday with 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Allied 
commander in chief in this 
theater of war. 

Gen. MacArthur flew to Sydney 
from his headquarters and con- 
ferred both morning and after- 
noon with the Prime Minister. He 
also had luncheon with Lord 
Gowrie, Governor General of Aus- 
tralia. 

The following morning, the 
Southwest Pacific Commander in- 
spected American installations in 
the Sydney area, including depots 
and the general hospital. He then 
returned to his headquarters, 

Accourt of Meeting. 

The official announcement of 
the meeting of MacArthur and the 
Prime Minister said MacArthur, in 
high good humor and smiling 
broadly, stepped from his airplane 
and greeted Curtin: “Well, John, 
it's good to see you.” 

Extraordinary precautions were 
taken to preserve the secrecy of 
MacArthur's visit. All areas in 
which he moved were declared 
military zones and were guarded 
‘by military police. 

. A decoy crowd was placed out- 
“Side the Hotel Australia while 
MacArthur entered offices else- 
where. 

Curtin’s Statement. 

The text of Curtin’s statement: 

“I had a meeting with the com- 
mander in chief of the Southwest 
Pacific area (Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur) in Sydney June 7, 1943. It 
was a good day from the view- 
pointof Australia. I feel the pres- 
Sure on this country is to be 
thrown back on the enemy. 

“The conclusions of President 
Roosevelt and the British Prime 
Minister (Mr. Churchill) for pros- 
ecution of the war in the Pacific 
With the same vigor as the war in 
Europe have ominous portents for 
the discomfiture of the Japanese. 

“The holding war imposed on us 
under circumstances of great dif- 
ficulty has been an obligation un- 
der global strategy which has been 
discharged. As in the case of 
Britain, we had a close call at one 
stage. The battle of the Coral Sea 
was a deliverance and the return 
of the A. l. F. enabled us to stop 
the Japanese advance in New 
Guinea just in time. 

No Longer Fears Invasion. 

“I do not think the enemy now 
can invade this country. We have 
proved that with the resources we 
have had, together with the com- 
mand of the sea established by the 
gallant United States Navy by de- 
cisive victories at Midway Island 
and in the Solomon Islands. 

“We are not yet immune from 
marauding raids which may cause 
much damage and loss. I believe, 
however, that we can hold Aus- 
tralia as a base from which to 
launch both limited and major of- 
fensives against Japan. This con- 
ception must be a pattern to gov- 
ern the nature and extent of Aus- 
tralia's war effort as part of the 
plan of the United Nations in the 
Pacific. 

“My discussions with Gen. Mac- 
Arthur were marked by the great- 
est degree of cordiality as has al- 
ways been the case. This country 
can feel very grateful to Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, who came here at a crucial 
time and who has applied himself 
in such a distinguished way to en- 
suring the security of Australia as 
a base in order that the cause of 
the United Nations in the Pacific 
would not fail.”

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the smaller income, and if 1943 
is the abatement year, the 1942 
obligation becomes the liability 
for 1943. 

Provisions for Enlisted Persons. 

Special considerations are em- 
braced in the act providing more 
liberal abatement for men and 
women in the armed services. 

The new tax law does not mean 
that taxpayers will remit no taxes 
this year, but in most cases pay- 
ments will be larger in the war 
years than they would be if there 
was no current payment tax act. 
The average taxpayer will not feel 
the abatement unless his income 
falls off, he retires or loses his 
job, or at death, 

Pay-as-you-go converts millions 
of individual taxpayers to a sys- 
tem whereby they will remit in 
one year on the basis of income of 
the same year, instead of on the 
previous year’s income as at pres- 
ent. 

The most immediate effects of 
the legislation will be felt in the 
imposition of the withholding levy. 
A little less than three weeks 
hence the Government will begin 
taking 20 per cent (after family 
status deductions) from pay en- 
velopes and salary checks. 

This will not be an additional 
tax but a means of current col- 
lections against tax obligations 
hitherto remitted in annual or 
quarterly installments. The 20 per 
cent includes 17 per cent for in- 
come taxes and 3 per cent for vic- 
tory taxes. There will be no sep- 
arate collection of the victory tax 
after July 1, except for persons 
subject only to the victory tax. 

Second Installment. 

Under the new law, each tax- 

payer still must pay June 15 the 


second installment on liability as 
shown in the return last March. 
The March 15 and June 15, 1943, 


payments then will be treated as 
payments in respect to taxpayers’ 
1943 liability. 

For most wage and salary earn- 
ers the rest of the 1943 obligation 
will be collected through the 20 
per cent withholding levy. Per- 
sons with income other than wages 
and salary will estimate on Sept. 
15 their income for 1943, and pay 
the remaining liability in two in- 
stallments Sept. 15 and Dec. 15. 
Similarly, persons with wages or 
salary above the withholding level 
will estimate on Sept. 15 their total 
tax for 1943 and pay that part 
above the withholding level, in two 
installments, 

All taxpayers will file a final re- 
turn on or before next March 15, 
and on this return adjustments 
will be made for differences be- 
tween the estimated or withheld 
tax and the correct tax reported 
by the taxpayer.

Total Draft. Age, Non- 
Farmer Men With Chil- 
dren 6 Million — Only 
Million Needed. 


OTHER CLASSES TO 
PROVIDE REMAINDER 


Outlook for 1944 Less Cer- 
tain, but Probably Less 
Than Million Parents 
Will Go. 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP).— 
A draft-age father’s chances of 
being inducted into the armed 
forces before next year appeared 
today to be about 17 out of 100. 
The chances next year may be 
even lower unless heavy casual- 
ties require unexpectedly large re- 
placements. 

Farmer fathers generally will 
be deferred for occupational rea- 
sons, but the outlook for others 
sums up like this on the basis of 


latest War Manpower Commission- 
Selective Service figures: 

Drafting of those with children 
born before last Sept. 15 is not 
expected to begin before Aug. 1, 
and even if it starts then it is 
unlikely to become general and 
heavy for another month at least. 

Six Million Draft Age Fathers. 

There are nearly six million 
draft-age (non-farmer) fathers— 
only about four million of them 
at most could be expected to be 
physically acceptable—and _ the 
armed services will take in but 
about 1,500,000 men in all between 
Aug. 1 and Jan. 1, 1944. 

Toward making up this 1,500,000, 
the services get around 70,000 of 
the 100,000 becoming 18 years old 
each month, and should net 350,000 
from this source from August on, 
not counting the youths past 18 
who were deferred to the end of 
the school year. 

At least 150,000 more inductees 
will come from the ranks of single 
or childless married men, especial- 
ly as occupational deferments ex- 
pire for men in that class and the 
drafting of fathers increases pres- 
sure to get men without children 
out of the shops and into uniform. 

Million Fathers to Be Needed. 

With 500,000 or more inductees 
available from other classes, only 
a million fathers at most will be 
needed in the ranks, although per- 
haps twice as many may be called 
for physical examinations. 

The outlook for 1944 naturally 
is less certain, but if 150,000 men 
monthly would provide enough 
replacements for casualties on and 
off the battlefields—a fair allow- 
ance in the eyes of some military 
men—the draft picture would fill 
out like this: 

To meet the 12-month require- 
ment of 1,800,000 men, there should 
be about 850,000 youths newly 
turned 18 plus a sizeable group of 
childless men with occupational 
deferments expiring from week to 
week, leaving a gap of less than 
one million to be made up by 
fathers. 

In addition, women taken in by 
the services count as much toward 
making up the total strength as 
do men and, with commanding 
officers calling for more Waacs, 
Waves and Spars as the women 
prove their capability, the number 
of women in uniforms is expected 
to grow steadily. 

Report on U. S. Employes. 

Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, di- 
rector of selective service, sent to 
the Senate and House yesterday a 
list of 89,237 Federal employes 
aged 18 to 44 in continental United 
States who had been deferred on 
occupational grounds as of May 15. 

The report is the first to be 
submitted under the Lodge bill 
which Congress passed last April 
requiring the Selective Service to 
make such reports monthly. 

At a press conference called by 
Senator Reynolds (Dem.), North 
Carolina, Lieut. Col. Francis V. 
Keesling Jr., chief liaison and leg- 
islative officer of the Selective 
Service, estimated 50 per cent of 
those listed would be found unfit 
physically for military service if 
examined. 

Keesling also declared 
probable that subsequent reports 
would show an increase in the 
number of Federal employes de- 
ferred because of occupation. This, 
he said, would be due to reclassifi- 
cation of married men now de- 
ferred because of dependency. 
Many of these, Keesling said, would 
be found to be essential Federal 
employes. 

Million Draft Age Workers. 

Those included in the report, 
Keesling explained, were in classes 
2-A and 2-B which he defined as 
those necessary for war work. He 
estimated the total number of Fed- 
eral employes of draft age, 18 to 
37, at about a million. 

One-third of the Federal em- 
ployes deferred, the report stated, 
were 25 years of age or below and 
nearly two-thirds were 29 years or 
below. It said 44 per cent or 39,- 
286 were employes of the Navy De- 
partment, and 24 per cent or 21,- 
508 in the War Department. 

Agencies listed as having more 
than 1000 employes deferred, in ad- 
dition to the War and Navy de- 
partments, were: Justice, including 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
4187; War Shipping Administra- 
tion, 3384; Maritime Commission,

LOS ANGELES, June 10 (AP).— 
Service men and _é zoot-suited 
youths clashed in new pitched bat- 
tles in suburbs today, and a young 
woman was attacked by three girls 
on a downtown street and badly 
slashed in an assault which police 
said may or may not have been 
an outgrowth of the five-day war- 
fare, 


The woman, Miss Betty Morgan, 
said she was taking a morning 
walk and had approached the en- 
trance to the Third Street tunnel, 
when three girls, wearing black 
skirts emerged and said, “let’s get 
her.” 


Black skirts often are worn by 
the “Black Widow” gang of girls 
who in the past have accompanied 
their zoot-suit boy friends on 
their depredations, 

“One jumped on my back,” said 
Miss Morgan. “A second tackled 
me around the legs, and a third 
struck me. Then the one slashed 
me with a knife or razor.” 
Hysterical and bleeding badly 
from the face, she was treated at a 
receiving hospital and taken home. 


Zoot-Suiters Detrousered, 

Some 125 “zoot suiters and oth- 
er youths clashed with approxi- 
mately 90 service men, mostly 
sailors and Marines, in outlying 
Watts early today. It was not 
clear what started the battle, but 
the sérvice men braved a bar- 
rage of stones to come to grips 
with the youths. Fighting raged 
more than an hour, police said, 
and a number of the zoot-suited 
lads were detrousered before mil- 
itary police reserves succeeded in 
quelling the riot. 

Trainmen on 
passing through the Watts area 
told police their cars were stoned 
on nearly every trip last night 
and early today. No one was re- 
ported hurt. 

There was gunplay in nearby 
Azusa, although the incident may 
not have been connected with the 
service men and zoot-suiters’ riot- 
ing. A 15-year-old boy, said to 
have been tossing gasoline flares 
into a theater, was shot in the leg 
by a special officer. 

Police Disperse Zoot-Suit Mob. 

In Los Angeles’ Boyle Heights 
area a zoot-suited mob assembled 
in the early morning, but was dis- 
persed without violence by a 
squadron of police armed with 
riot guns. 

Nearly a dozen Los Angeles sub- 
urbs were closed to United States

Earl Warren urged law en- 
forcement officers, citizens and 
service men to join in a movement 
to quell the fighting in which 500 
zoot-suiters and service men have 
been jailed and some 150 persons 
have been injured in the last few 
days. Police records show the 
majority of the zoot-suiters arrest- 
ed have been youths of Mexican 
descent.

Wage or bonus benefits were 
granted to 15,609 St, Louisans 
through the board decisions. Ap- 
plications in behalf of 11,028 others 
were denied because they did not 
come within the board's authority 
under the Wage Stabilization Act. 

For the region as a whole, the 
figures disclose that the board ap- 
proved 72.5 per cent of the appli- 
cations presented and denied whol- 
ly or in part, 27.5 per cent.

F. D. R. Turns Over Ship to Greeks 


In Hope It Will 


Hurry Liberation 


President Praises Decision of Athens in Octo- 


ber, 1940, to Resi 
From 


st Axis Onslaught 
Skies. 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt turned over to 
the Greek Government today an 
anti-submarine patrol ship as an 
expression of American hopes and 
prayers that it would hasten the 
day “when liberated Greeks will 
again maintain their own Govern- 
ment within the shadow of the 
Acropolis and Parthenon.” 

In a ceremony at the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard the Greek Ambas- 
sador accepted the gray PC-622 for 
his Government. The ship was de- 
livered under lend-lease arrange- 
ments and christened King George 
II, in honor of the Greek monarch. 

Text of Remarks. 

In a broadcast address Roose- 
velt said: 

“Mr. Ambassador: 

“To most of us gathered here on 
this occasion, the year 1940 seems 
a long time ago. Yet in that year 
occurred an event which shall her- 
ald for all time the fact that mere 
force is not enough to banish man’s 
desire and man’s determination for 
freedom, nor man’s willingness to 
sacrifice life itself that freedom 
may live. 

“History will proclaim the date 
of that event as Oct. 28, 1940. We 
know the location of the southern 
peninsula of the Balkans—an area 
about the size of New York State. 
For far more than 2000 years, 
poets have sung of this land as 
the kingdom of Hellas—known to 
us as Greece. 

“Although we had begun to pre- 
pare for the evil fates which were 
to befall the world in 1940, the 
United States was for the most 
part an apprehensive onlooker at 
the terrible pageant of history. In 
April of that year we saw _ the 
treachery against Norway, the un- 
provoked murder of Rotterdam, 
the fall of The Netherlands and 
the capitulation of Belgium. In 
June of that year, Axis hordes 
marched into Paris as the banner 
of liberty hung at half-staff 
throughout the world. On Sept. 27 
of that year, Germany, Italy and 
Japan signed the pact under which 
they were to force the blessings 
of the new order on a neatly par- 
celed-out globe. 

“And then came Oct. 28, 1940.

River Up 10 Feet in 5 Days 
Re-inundating Some 
Farm Lands. 


Waters of the Missouri River, 
swollen by recent rains, began to 
wash today through levees 
breached by last month’s flood 
near St. Charles, re-inundating 
farmlands in the Cul du Sac and 
West Alton areas below St. Charles, 
as the river rose 1.73 feet in 24 
hours to a stage of 28.48 feet. This 
was a rise of 10 feet in the last 
five days. Flood stage at St. 
Charles is 25 feet. 

Rain fell in St. Louis today for 
the sixth day this month, bringing 
the ‘total rainfall this month to 


fighting on. They will never be 
defeated.

The President and the Ambassa- 
dor, Cimon P. Diamantopoulos, 
were seated in an open automobile 
at the navy yard alongside a pier 
where the patrol boat was tied. A 
Marine guard presented arms, a 
band sounded four ruffles and 
then played the Greek and Amer- 
ican national anthems. Then 
Roosevelt spoke, as did the Am- 
bassador. 

Aboard the ship, the American 
officer commanding it read orders 
for relinquishing command and 
the American colors were hauled 
down. Then the new Greek com- 
mander read his orders to take 
over and gave the signal for the 
Greek colors to be hoisted. Bunt-

forces in England also are growing 
rapidly and will be ready to play 
a full part in supporting Allied 
troops in an invasion of Europe.

about 2300 sorties, Eaker disclosed, 
losing nine planes while destroy- 
ing or damaging 35 Axis craft. 

Eaker’ said that while Fortress 

crews are being trained in night 
flying to add flexibility to their 
tactics their main job will continue 
to be done by daylight. 
Explaining the recent lull in the 
major bombing attack on Europe 
from Enngland, Eaker said that in 
the air force, as in the Army and 
Navy, it is necessary to replace 
losses and to regroup forces after 
heavy battles, such as those fought 
in May. 

He added that the initiative now 
is in the hands of the Allies and 
that they are able to pick the 
times when they can launch at- 
tacks “under conditions most de- 


ing to the enemy.” 

Night Raid Experiment. 
Eaker’s statement followed dis- 
closure by a reliable source here 
that a unit of Flying Fortresses 
had been assigned to undertake 
night bombing experiments with 
the R. A, F. 

Experience gained by American 
crews on these flights it was added, 
will be used as a possible basis for 
training other United States Army 
Air Force airmen for night forays 
by American squadrons. The num- 
ber to be used in the initial ex- 
perimeéntal flight was not an- 
nounced, but it is said to be not 
large. 

The Flying Fortresses originally 
were equipped and the crews 
trained for high-level daylight pre- 
cision bombing, which proved to be 
a sensational success despite the 
defense efforts of the German air 
force and the early skepticism of 
British commentators. 

Both the Norden bombsight and 
the formidable array of 50-caliber 
machine gung were designed espe- 
cially for daylight operations and 
the crews were not trained for the 
intricate problems of takeoff, land- 
ing, navigating and fighting at 
night—an R. A. F. specialty. 

The experiment with night opera- 
tions, which had been officially 
forecast, does not mean that the 
United States Army Air Force will 
abandon day bombing eventually. 
On the contrary, it will grow stead- 
ily in power. Despite the fact that 
the tactics of the German air force 
against the Fortresses has im- 
proved witn experience, day bomb- 
ing is considered still to be well 
worth its cost in planes and men, 
airmen say. 

More Airmen Arrive. 
Announcement of the latest 
United States air contingent’s ar- 
rival at a British port was made 
early today.

OF KILLING TULSA 


OIL MAN'S WIFE’ 


. Victim’s Husband Testi- 
fied He Gave Defendant 
$20,000 and Diamonds 
‘Because I Wanted to.’ 


TULSA, Ok., June 10 (AP).—Ac- 
guitted in the fatal shooting of 
Mrs. T. Karl Simmons, wife of the 
wealthy Tulsa oil man, Mrs, Ella 
B. Howard, 44-year-old divorcee, 
said she planned a quiet life with 
her two children and her mother. 


She wept as the jury verdict was 
returned last night after. an hour 
and 50 minutes of deliberation. 

During the day Mrs. Howard 
had told of her struggle with Mrs. 
Simmons in a room of the Mayo 
Hotel, March 25—a struggle that 
ended in the death of the Tulsa 
woman. 

Simmons, from the witness 
stand, had admitted giving Mrs. 
Howard $20,000, diamonds and oth- 
er gifts, “because I wanted to.”

Machinery That Made Nightgowns 
Now Turning Out Bomb Parachutes 


Enemy 


St. Louis Firms Manufacturing Rayon 
’Chutes to Float Down Explosives on 


Troops. 


The same machinery that made 
women’s nightgowns and slips is 
now turning out parachutes for 
deadly fragmentation bombs in the 
St. Louis Ordnance District. 

Use of parachutes in conjunction 
with fragmentation bombs was dis- 
closed today by Lieut. Col. George 
V. Riley, commanding officer of 
the Weldon Spring Ordnance 
Works. Parachute bombs, float- 
ing slowly earthward to rain 
metal fragments on enemy person- 
nel, are employed by low-flying 
planes, and afford the double ad- 
vantage of greater accuracy and 
greater safety for the attacking 
plane, which presents a difficult 
target for anti-aircraft fire in its 
swift flight at treetop level. 

Parachute bombs have proved 


their value in operations in the 
Southwest Pacific, and are expect- 
ed to play an important role in the 
expected invasion of Europe. 

Three St. Louis firms are pro- 
ducing rayon parachutes for at- 
tachment to fragmentation bombs. 
They are the Weil-Kalter Manu- 
facturing Co. and the Shapely Cap 
Co., both of 1408 Locust street, 
and W. L. M. Clark, Inc., 1900 St. 
Louis avenue, 

Weil-Kalter, which operates fac- 
tories at Millstadt, Ill., and Troy, 
Mo., has distinguished itself in 
manufacture of small parachutes, 
developing a new technique which 


ing this field of war work. Manu- 
facturers from all over the United 
States have come to St. Louis to 
study this method of operation, 
originally developed for production 
of parachutes for flares and later 


adapted to manufacture of para- 


chutes for bombs. 


Weil-Kalter adapted the ma- 
chinery it used for production of 
women’s nightgowns and slips to 
parachute manufacture, so that its 
new operation made no demands 
on the machine tool industry, Col. 
Merle H. Davis, commanding of- 
ficer of the St. Louis Ordnance 
District, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 


With the aid of Weil-Kalter, 
the Shapely Cap Co. adapted most 
of its machinery to the new work. 
The third firm, W. L. M. Clark, 
Inc., which formerly made such 
specialty items as aprons, pillows 
and scarfs, required new machin- 
ery. 


The parachute used to float 
fragmentation,bombs down on the 
enemy is small and inexpensive. 
The bombs themselves are small, 
never weighing over 30 pounds,

Parachute bombs are not new, 
having been developed in this 
country some 10 years ago, Col.

Gen. George C, Kenney, com- 
mander of Allied air forces in the 
Southwest Pacific, helped develop 
the parachute bomb originally, and 
his demonstration of its effective-

The Italians were pretty well 
agreed they liked Hedy Lamarr 
best but said that Lana Turner 
ran a close second. Others given 
prominent positions in the display 
were Joan Crawford, Véronica 
Lake and Rita Hayworth. 


Old-Style Phonograph. 

In the center of the long room 
was an old-style phonograph, 
which someone had donated for 
enjoyment of the prisoners with a 
supply of records. The prisoners 
said they liked best Italian oper- 
atic selections, preferably Verdi. 
When an officer asked their pref- 
erence in American tunes, one re- 
plied, “I like most Bing Crosby, 
and also Stardust.” Several pro- 
fessed admiration for the old hit 
tune, “Forty-Second Street.” 

They praise highly their table 
fare here, and most of them refer 
favorably to their rations in their 
létters to the home folks, Lieut. 
Col. V. A. Vrooman, Commandant 
of the camp, said. 

The Italians are issued regular 
United States Army rations, as 
required by the Geneva conven- 
tion, have charge of preparing 
their own menus and do their own 
cooking. The guards say envious- 
ly that the prisoners eat better 
than American troops because the 
Italian cooks are more skillful. 

There are no commissioned offi- 
cers among the Fort Wood pris- 
oners, but a few noncoms. The 
latter are not required to do man- 
val work although the privates 
may be forced to work if they are 
able-bodied. Most of them are. 

So far, they’ve worked entirely 
on the post, clearing brush, work- 
ing about the warehouses, unload- 
ing cars, working on the coal pile 
amd wood yards, cleaning up their 
grounds, laying walkways about 
the post, digging ditches, working 
a stone quarry and helping im- 
prove the post airport. 

Paid 80 Cents a Day. 


oners receive 80 cents a day. They 
also receive each month $3 worth 
of coupons they may cash in for 
goods at their canteen, whether 
they are able to work or not. A 
canteen is situated in each pris- 
oner compound, and is operated by 
the prisoners. Goods are sold at 
the same price as to the American 
troops. 

The Italians say they prefer 
beer to anything else offered at 
the canteen. ‘They’d rather have 
wine they say but the Army sup- 
plies none. Next they prefer cig- 
arettes. A surprisingly large num- 
ber of them have saved up enough 
to buy $15 fountain pen and auto- 
matic pencil sets. 

At one end of the canteen in 
one compound is a striking mural, 
done by a prisoner artist, show- 
ing a blonde young woman smil- 
ing and waving against the back- 
ground of a blue lake. The pris- 
oners have spent a great deal of 
time in painting and beautifying 
their quarters. Most of them have 
painted their home-made wall cab- 
inets in blue, yellow and red with 
yellow hearts, spades and  dia- 
monds on the cabinet doors. They 
have sodded the spaces in front 
of a number of barracks, and 
placed small rocks there to form 
the letter M or the word “Rex,” 
or perhaps a star or a half moon. 

Every prisoner greets American 
officers with a Fascist salute, rais- 
ing the right arm at full length. 

American Newspapers Read, 

They are anxious to get Amer- 
ican newspapers, which the few 
who understand English read to 
the others. Officers in ¢harge of 
the prisoners estimate that prob- 
ably eight or 10 can speak Eng- 
lish, but about 60 understand the 
language. Many of them are now 
studying English, and almost all 
of them can say a few words, like 
“een,” or “ae, oF *O 

For months the prisoners read 
of Italian and German setbacks 
with apparent disbelief, apparently 
regarding the American newspaper 
accounts as mere propaganda. 
However, more recently they have 
shown signs of deciding that 
things are going badly for their 
side because of the news from 
North Africa, an American officer 
said. 

Three Separate Compounds. 

About 500 men are assigned to 
guard the prisoners, since the 
guards must be on duty 24 hours 
a day in three shifts. There are 
three compounds. The men in, one 
compound are not allowed to min- 
gle with those from another. 

The entire area is encircled with 
a double fence of barbed wire 
about eight feet high, and tall 
watchtowers are situated at each 
corner of the area. The prisoners 
are allowed to direct their own ac- 
tivities, so far as their relation- 
ships while off duty are con- 
cerned. Each compound has a 
spokesman and a vice-spokesman, 
and there is a chief spokesman for 
the three compounds. The spokes- 
men meet each Thursday to make 
complaints and requests for their 
groups, and then the chief spokes- 
man confers with Col. Vrooman on 
their wishes. 

Each compound is allowed a 
building for church services, and 
one group has built an elaborate 
altar, taking up the entire end of 
the room. They fashioned it from 
material they were able to pick up 
around their camp ,and painted it 
with paints they mixed themselves. 

Each compound has its own bar- 
ber shop, and a prisoner barber is 
on duty six days a week. These 
barbers have grown some of the 
most luxurious beards of any men 
in the camp. They are supplied 
with scissors and clippers, 
build their own barber chairs, 
shelves and the like. 

Besides their native game, la 
bocci, the Italians are fond of 
broad jumping, volley ball and 
soccer. They are quite expert at

EX-SULTAN OF MOROCCO DIES 


TETUAN, Spanish Morocco, 
June 10 (AP).—Muley Abd-El- 
Aziz, who was Sultan of Morocco 
from 1894 to 1908, when he abdi- 
cated, died here yesterday at the 
age of 65. 


The former Sultan, whose 
mother was a Circassian slave, 
was only 16 when his father died 
in 1894, and for the next six years 
his chamberlain, Si Ahmed-Ben- 
Musa, exercised the real power of 
government.

anyway, and he is doing a very 
good job of it. 

In the afternoons the Germans 
are assigned a nice area on deck 
where they are allowed to disport 
themselves in various ways. On 
dull afternoons there is shuffle- 
board, but generally we have more 
interesting things for them to do. 
There are boxing matches and we 
have had at least three concerts, 
at which an accordion, the chapel 
piano and a number of rich Teu- 
tonic voices produce beerhall fa- 
vorites. 

Audience of Wounded Men. 
The audience at these displays, 
believe it or not, consists of 
wounded American soldiers who 
are being brought back home to 
complete their cures—when pos- 
sible—in American hospitals. Some 
have legs and arms off and some 
have lost an eye. One frequenter 
of the concerts is a boy from 
Georgia with both legs off near 
the hip. Some of these boys, still 
dizzy or neurotic from their ex- 
periences, look dully on without 
evidencing any emotions. Others 
grit their teeth and look as though 


they would like to throw the ac-/| 
cordion and the songsters over- 
board—if they weren’t crippled. 

It has been noticed that, through 
some strange quirk in the ar- 
rangemeénts, the Germans seem to 
have digarettes while our boys 
have long since run short. Thus| 
while the Germans bum matches 
from us, the American wounded 
bum cigarettes when aren’t too 
proud to do so. 

The fine, rich American ice 
cream which our ship boasts is 
very popular among the Germans, 
and so is the cake. They make 
not-too-discreet queries about the 
food in the United States and, 
having been reassured, they won- 
der whether they will be allowed 
to go horseback riding. 

Nazis’ Boasting. 

When they can take time out 
from their tall tales about how hot 
they were on the battlefront and 
how “cautious” the Americans 
were, they like to regale all hear- 
ers with rip-roaring reports about 
conditions in various parts of the 
world. Some of the stupider ones 
thought that the Germans had cap- 
tured Casablanca just before we 
got to Tunis. New York, they un- 
derstand, has been blasted by Ger- 
man long-range bombers. Last 
night, they say, two ships out of 
our convoy were sunk by subma- 
rines. They greet all contradic- 
tions of these reports with disdain. 

They simply go into a silent huff 
when asked why, if they were so 
hot on the fighting line, they hap- 
pen to be taking a free trip to the 
United States on an American 
prison ship, " 

Naturally there has been some 
reaction to the cruise-like nature 
of this voyage and some of the 
boys who will never be able to 
walk on their own two legs again, 
or write their own letters, wonder 
whether the folks at home are go- 
ing to allow the Germans to con- 
tinue their rest cure. 

Charge of Discrimination. 

One wounded American pilot was 
summoned to the chaplain to ex- 
plain some of the snide remarks 
he had; been making about the 
latter. The pilot explained that 
he thought the prisoners were get- 
ting too much attention and that 
the American wounded were not

Meantime, throughout the _ re- 
mainder of Hitler’s European fort- 
ress there were continued stirrings 
of resistance as the Czechs re- 
called today was the first anniver- 
sary of the massacre of Lidice, 
when an entire village was de- 
stroyed by the Germans for hav- 
ing harbored the assassins of 
Reinhardt Heydrich, Reichs pro- 
tector for Bohemia and Moravia. 
“Mussolini is beginning today to 
suffer the consequences of his 
cruelties and treacheries,” Czech 
comment ran. “It must be a dis- 
mal, fearful anniversary for him. 
Tomorrow it will be Hitler’s turn 
to feel the crushing blow of jus- 
tice.” 

The Czecho-Slovak Government- 
in-exile broadcast an appeal to 
guerrillas to increase their strug- 
gles “so as to hasten the fall of 
the Nazi regime.”

As invasion speculation height- 
ened, Fighting French headquar- 
ters asserted that “throughout 
France the underground is set for 
action,” and asserted that patriots 
in Corsica were waiting in the

The Bailey Investigating Commit- 
tee of the House today indicated a 
determination to attempt to com- 
pel Keeton Arnett, director of the 
Missouri Public Expenditures Sur- 
vey, a privately supported taxpay- 
ers’ organization, which has con- 
ducted a vigorous campaign for a 
reduction in the cost of govern- 
ment, to reveal the names of con- 
tributors supporting the survey 
and to surrender the private cor- 
respondence in its files. : 

Chairman Bailey of the commit- | 
tee said that a subpena for Arnett 
would be issued after the expected 
adoption by the House today of a 
revised resolution authorizing the 
inquiry, the sufficiency and legal- 
ity of the original resolution hav- 
ing ‘been attacked by Jacob M. 
Lashly of St. Louis, attorney for 
the survey. 

Arnett’s attorneys, John G. Mad- 
den and James Burke of Kansas 
City, have announced that Arnett 
will not appear before the commit- 
tee without a subpena, and in view 
of a refusal by Lashly to submit 
the records demanded, it is expect- 
ed that Arnett will refuse to testi- 
fy regarding the private affairs of 
the survey. 

The next step will be Arnett’s 
citation for contempt by the 
House, and this undoubtedly will 
be followed by an application to 


torneys for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. This will take directly into 
the courts the question of the pow- 
er of the House, 

Angered by Criticism. 

The attempted investigation 
grows out of criticism of the House 
as a whole, and of several members 
individually by Arnett in radio 
broadcasts and newspaper adver- 
tisements. Angered by these criti- 
cisms, the resolution for investiga- 
tion was prepared and introduced 
by Representative Joe H. Miller of 
Carrollton. 

The committee was blocked, tem- 
porarily. at least, when Lashly re- 
fused Tuesday night to produce the 
records and correspondence re- 
quested. In a formal statement, 
Lashly denied the committee had 
any power under the resolution to 
conduct the inquiry and to force 
the production of private papers. 

In effect, he questioned the good 
faith of the inquiry, asserting that 
it was an attempt by angered 
legislators to penalize the organi- 
zation he represents because of 
| the criticism, and not an attempt 
_to acquire information to aid in 
legislation, which he said could be 
the only legal purpose of a legis- 
lative investigation. 

The committee today issued a 
stinging statement, something in 
the nature of a reply to Lashly. It 
accused Arnett of misstatement of 
facts in his broadcasts and news- 
paper advertisements, and charged 
that he had refused repeatedly to 
provide the Legislature with the 
details of his estimates of State 
revenues on which he had based 
his criticism of legislative appro- 
priations. 

Demand for Names. 

The committee asserted that 
there ahd been a growing demand 
for “the names of those who sup- 
port him.” 

“If his supporters are innocent 
citizens who in good faith are con- 
tributing their money to a rascal,” 
the commitee said in its formal 
statement, “that fact should be 
known. If he actually represents 
a wealthy, powerful and corrupt 
lobby seeking to shape legislation 
through libel and slander, that 
should be known.” 

It recited that immediately aft- 
er the resolution of investigation 
was adopted, Arnett departed for 
California “and bogged down the 
progress of the committee for sev- 
eral weeks.” 

At the time of his departure, 
Arnett said that he had been 
called to California by the illness 
of his wife. 

“However,” the statement con- 
tinued, “when some of his rich 
and powerful backers in St. Louis 
became alarmed, he rushed back 
from California to that city, and 
there has hid himself.

OF EDWARD F. HAGER 


Paper Box Company Head 
Found Dead on Train at 
Union Station.

A Coroner’s jury postponed its 
verdict today to allow time for a 
chemical examination in the case 
of Edward F. Hager, president of 
the Service Paper Box Co., 309 
North Third street, who was found 
dead yesterday in the compart- 
ment of a Baltimore & Ohio train, 
shortly after its arrival at Union 
Station. 

Dr. Thomas M. Martin, staff 
physician of the Coroner’s office, 
said he would not attempt to fix 
the cause of death until a chemi- 
cal analysis was made of the body 
parts, and that this would require 
10 days. He said that Hager ap- 
parently died from natural causes. 

Police said no marks of violence 
were found on the body, and that 
about $200 in Hager’s pocketbook 
was not disturbed. His wife, Mrs. 
Barbara Birge Hager, who lives 
on Spoede road,’ near Clayton 
road, said that Hager who was 
87 years old, apparently had been 
in good health. 

The body was found by em- 
ployes of the Pullman Co., who 
forced the compartment door 
when Hager did not answer a 
warning that the train was near- 
ing his destination, Aaron Peta- 
way, Negro porter, reported he 
last saw Hager Tuesday night 
when the train was in Philadel- 


phia, and Hager asked that his 
en 


berth be prepared. Police said that 
Hager evidently had been dead 
several hours when found, 

A native of Buffalo, N. Y., Hager 
came to St. Louis as a small boy. 
He was a graduate of Washing- 
ton University, and at the time 
of his death was treasurer of the 
National Paper Box Association. 

Besides his wife, he is survived 
by a son, Edward Birge Hager; 
two daughters, Carol and Barbara 
Hager, and his mother, Mrs, Ed- 
ward S. Hager, of St. Louis, Fu- 
neral services will be at 2 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon at the C, R.

Hart, former operator of a thriv- 
ing St. Louis County marriage mill, 
obtained a marriage license at 
Boonville April 19 from Circuit 
Clerk A. A. Hoff, who reported that 
Hart asserted he was obtaining the 
license for his son, “Raymond 
Hart,” 29 years old. The license 
was issued in the name of “Ray- 
mond Hart.” 

Hoff said Hart explained that his 
son was coming home on furlough 
from the Army and wished to be 
married secretly. A notarized af- 
fidavit signed by the girl gave her 
age as 18. The Circuit Clerk said 
Hart told him his son and the girl 


'were both residents of Chicago. 


Hart married the girl on the 


‘night of April 20 at Sedalia. “This 


thing is nauseating,” Woolsey de- 
clared in announcing that he was 
investigating Hart’s actions to de- 
termine whether they offered 
grounds for issuance of an infor- 
mation. 

Meanwhile, Prosecuting Attorney 
Stanley Wallach of Sst. Louis 
County said he likewise was in- 
vestigating Hart’s actions to de- 
termine whether Hart has been 
performing marriages as a “bishop 
of the Union Church and Missions 
of America” in violation of an 
ouster judgment issued Jan. 27, 
1940 enjoining him from perform- 
ing marriages as an ordained 
preacher.

ORTH AFRICA has provided a proving ground for many things: 
American and British diplomacy, American soldiers and weapons, 
and above all, a sample of what to expect in Europe from a non- 


military point of view. 

Leaving aside the problems 
which the Allied forces will face 
when invading Europe, North 
Africa has shown the problems 
which the Allies will face when in- 
vading forces have actually occu- 
pied areas in any part of Europe. 
The supply of the armies comes 
under the military heading—it is 
part of the over-alf military plan. 
Supplies for civilians are quite an- 
other matter. In Northern Africa, 


they have come partially under the 


newly formed Lehman committee 
and partly under the Army. 

Arriving in Algiers nearly seven 
months after the Allied landings, 
I can only judge from the state 
of affairs eight months ago. But 
the situation today gives slight in- 
dication of what lies ahead. 

Having been until recently the 
theater of operations, there were 
only war correspondents here. With 
the setting up of the provisional 
French Government and the move- 
ment of the war to other parts, 
it is obvious that political report- 
ers will soon come in. 


Problems for Months. 

The problem of housing and 
feeding political reporters can be 
taken as an example of the prob- 
lem which the Allies will face in 
every single European country, not 
for just a few weeks but for many 
months. Algeria was very short 
of food and all other materials 
when the Allies arrived. The poor- 
er people were literally running 
around ragged and often very hun- 
gry. Those better off were able 
to get along, but with great diffi- 
culty. 

Consequently, Allied headquar- 
ters of the Lehman committee and 
the Red Cross immediately organ- 
ized civilian supplies and military 
messes. The urdinary citizen here 
lives on a combination of food 
supplied by the United States, by 
nomads who only now are arriv- 
ing from Southern Algeria and on 
produce of the countryside. 

When the Germans were here 
none of the country’s produce was 
available as they took it all. Now 
it is beginning to flow in. 

But living here would be bare 
indeed but for American food; 
what can be bought in restaurants 
is both bad and expensive unless 
one goes into country districts. 

Therefore, the plight of political 
reporters not accredited to the 
Army threatened to become severe 
had not the Army taken pity on 
them. They had the alternative 
of taking a chance—repeat and 
emphasize ‘“chance’—on Algiers 
restaurants, most of whom trade 
on the black mafket, or on not 
eating at all. 


Army Provides Messes. 

The Army took them into their 
messes in which all British and 
Americans eat unless they live in 
private houses. In that case they 
draw Army rations. 

Algiers will soon become in all 
probability the headquarters of the 
provisional French government— 
the only exiled government with 
really vast territories to admin- 
ister. However stormy its birth, 
this de facto French government 
is, in the eyes of all experts and 
observers, probably the best gov- 
ernment the French have estab- 
lished in the last 20 years. 

According to one qualified ob- 


server, “there is not a single cor- 
rupt man in the whole setup.” 

But it will be some time before 
Algeria or any part of North 
Africa is able to produce or fi- 
nance its own supplies of food and 
clothing. And until that time all 
reporters, all diplomats, and Red 
Cross workers—in fact any civil- 
ian—must depend on military 
messes for feeding and army req- 
uisitioning for housing. | 

If this is true in North Africa 
where the Germans were not in 
occupation, but merely through 
their armistice commissions 
scraped the country clean of all 
its supplies, what will be the case 
in the occupied countries of 
Europe? 

So, from the point of view of ex- 
perts, North Africa has proved a 
real laboratory in which feeding, 
relief and reconstruction plans 
have been tested. It has led to 
interesting conclusions. 

Food Looting by Nazis. 

Although Algeria and Morocco 
were not occupied by Germans in 
force, the German Armistice Com- 
missions did a fair job of looting 
there. Where German forces are 
today in Europe, it is reasonable 
to expect that those countries will 
have been swept bare of food, 
clothing and all materials. 

In North Africa, for example, 
people were using sheets and 
blankets for clothing, particularly 
for children. There was thus a 
complete absence of material of 
any kind. Allied relief imported 
a certain amount of material, but 
seven months after this has been 
in effect, it is still almost impos- 
sible to secure a yard of any 
goods. 

Algiers’ best hotel provides one 
sheet and no pillows. Not a single 
restaurant has anything but the 
cheapest type of tin cutlery. The 
few stores still in operation keep 
virtually all their wares in their 
show windows and are most re- 
luctant to sell anything. 

Laundry is an acute problem be- 
cause of lack of soap and cleaning 
is a long and perilous procedure. 


Greece as an Example. 

Much has been learned from ex- 
perience here. Take Greece, for 
example, and assume that Allied 
armies chase the Germans from 
that country. The first problem 
will be to feed the population and 
establish hospitals to care for the 
tremendous numbers of people 
suffering from malnutrition, ty- 
phus and other maladies caused by 
war conditions. 

Shipments of clothing and a 
staff to distribute it, together with 
means of transportation, are the 
next essentials. 

When the needs of the popula- 
tion are being met, feeding and 
housing of the relief staff of civil- 
ian administrators and other nec- 
essary workers must be consid- 
ered. 

In North Africa, for example, 
British and American missions 
found the problem of civilian em- 
ployes, both men and women, very 
great. As a result, experienced 
people here suggest that non- 
military messes be established to 
feed all nonmilitary personnel. 
Housing would have to be requisi- 
tioned and laundries set up. 

Once sufficient shipping is freed

T is difficult to say at this dis- 

tance exactly what is happening 

around the besieged island of 
Pantelleria. The fortifications, 
harbor works and other military 
installations on the island have 
been subjected to an almost con- 
tinuous air and naval bombard- 
ment for nearly two weeks. On 
Tuesday leaflets demanding the 
surrender of the garrison were 
dropped on the island, without any 
tangible results so far. 


Dispatches from North Africa re- 
port that since no answer to the 
leaflets was received the 
will now be reduced by “bombing, 
bombardment and blockade.” 


As far as is known, no landing 
has been attempted. That is not, 
of course, to say that none will 
be. It is entirely possible that a 
landing may be in progress even 
by the time these words are in 
print. Certainly there would seem 
to have been ample time allotted 
for the preparatory bombing and 
shelling, and any military objec- 
tives which have not been de- 
stroyed by this time are probably

Larger Objectives. 

However, I do not think it should 
be assumed that time is being 
wasted in trying to reduce Pan- 
telleria without a landing, because 
if operations against larger ob- 
jectives such as Sicily or Sardinia 
are in contemplation, the prepara- 
tions for such operations would 
in any case take a good deal of 
time and these preparations could 
be in progress in North Africa all 
the while that Pantelleria is being 
assailed. 

If a time factor were involved—

Light of Victory

INSTON CHURCHILL never 
W ws been lacking in confi- 

dence. Even in those dark 
days of June, 1940, when France 
fell and Britain faced invasion, he 
never faltered in his belief that 
the Axis would be defeated. Now 
that the “mellow light of victory,” 
to use his own phrase, is begin- 
ning to play on “the entire ex- 
panse of the world war,” his con- 
fidence has mounted to a new 
high level. 

This was clearly demonstrated in 
the speech he made to the House 
of Commons this week following 
his return from the conferences 
held in Washington and North 
Africa. 

* * 


Global Picture Hopeful. 


HE global picture is most en- 
couraging although some dark 
spots, like China, remain and there 
are still many difficult days ahead. 
At Stalingrad and in Tunisia, 
Germany suffered tremendous and, 
it may prove to be, decisive de- 
feats. Allied air power is every- 
where on the increase, It is domi- 
nant in Western Europe and su- 
preme in the Mediterranean. Large 
Allied ground forces are poised 
along a great arc extending from 
Iceland to Africa and around the 
southern shore of the Mediter- 
ranean to the Middle East. 


Enormously encouraging is the 
fact that at last we have begun to 
win the crucial battle of the At- 
lantic. During April and May and 
the first week of June the curve of 
Allied shipping losses moved stead- 
ily downward. And perhaps for 
the first time since the war began 
more U-boats were sunk than 
were built. That, as Churchill 
said, may be a fateful milestone. 


The U-boat is Hitler’s last card. 
If it is trumped the rapidity with 
which we shall then be able to ex- 
pand our forces in the European 
theater may be matched by the 
rapidity with which German 
morale and Germany’s war effort 
will disintegrate. 


Two Hurdles to Be Passed. 


UT there are still two great 

hurdles to be overcome before 
the contours of victory over the 
Axis become clearly defined. In 
the first place, the final battle of 
Russia is still to be fought and 
Russia remains, as it has been for 
two years, the major battlefield of 
the war. 

It is of the utmost significance 
that despite the growing menace 
of invasion from the West, a men- 
ace underlined by the devastating 
blows dealt to German industry in 
the Ruhr and Rhineland by Allied 
air power, the bulk of the Wehr- 
macht is still concentrated on the 
Eastern front. 

According to Churchill, 190 Ger- 
man and 29 satellite divisions still 
face the Red Army and the heavy 
aerial attacks on such Russian in- 
dustrial centers as Gorki suggest 
that the bulk of the Luftwaffe is 
also in the East. 

What, specifically, Hitler intends 
to do with the great force he is 
keeping in Russia is not clear. For 
a long time the assumption has 
been that Germany planned _ to 
mount at least one more giant of- 
fensive in the East and what evi- 
dence is available points to the 
probability that it will be this 
time in the center rather than in 
the south of the Eastern front. 
Yet time is slipping by and noth- 
ing has happened, 

Has Germany’s strength been 
sapped to the point where her of- 
fensive capacity has deteriorated 
to the vanishing point? Is she so 
worried by the possibility of an 
Allied invasion of the continent 
from the West that she has had 
to divide and disperse her forces? 
Or is she merely waiting for an

Just what the reason is for the non- 
payment of accounts due construction 
companies by the Army engineers is 
beyond me. 

I did some work under a sub-contract 
agreement at Jefferson Barracks. This 
work was completed early in November 
and the general contractor still has not 
received complete payment, although 
this is going into the seventh month 
after the contract was completed. There 
does not seem to be any shortage of help 
either in the office of the engineers at 
the Barracks or their city office, but 
we still get no satisfaction as to when 
we are to be paid. 

This general] contractor has about $35,- 
000 tied up. It certainly is not doipg 
his credit any good if he cannot pay his 
sub-contractors. The subs can’t carry on 
without going to the bank, if able to do 
s0, and borrow to stay in business. This 
all costs money that is not estimated in 
the job. The Government will not allow 
you to bill it for financing the job. The 
Government insists on the work being 
done on time, regardless of conditions. 

I understand this general contractor 
is not the only one in this same condi- 
tion, and some of the others have gone 
so far as to refuse to put in estimates 
on work under these same engineers be- 
cause of the delays in final collection. 

Surely something should be done to 
help us small contractors out. Here's 
hoping. A SUB.

TOWARD A NEW ST. LOUIS. 

When President Kaufmann of the Board of Alder- 
men talked to the General Council of Civic Needs 
about a plan for the rebuilding of St. Louis, he was 
talking about what ought to be the most fascinating 
subject in the city today. 

We should have seen enough of our slums and 
blighted areas by now to be ready to tear them down, 
both because of their unsightliness and the human 
misery for which they stand. And our sense of 
prudence—the feel of our pocketbooks—ought to 
be a goad to action, since municipal decay is like 
a cabbage that grows bigger and bigger and faster 
and faster. . 

St. Louis is not unaware of this. We do have a 
Plan Commission. The Mayor recently appointed a 
special citizens’ committee. Mr. Kaufmann heads 
a committee of the Board of Aldermen. The city 
administration has obtained the passage of slum- 
clearance legislation in Jefferson City. But all 
these things, so far, do not touch the heart of 
the problem. , 

It is true that the City Hall has prepared a list 
of projects to be undertaken once the war is over. 
The items on the list run to $110,000,000. However, 
they are for the most part such things as viaduct 
repairs, new grade separations, sewer repairs and 
extensions, some street widenings, renovations of 
city institutions and so on. In short, the whole 
list is a matter of patching up St. Louis as it is. 

It is time—high time—for a more realistic ap- 
proach. St. Louis needs a master plan for its re- 
building and future development. Such a plan might 
not be fully executed in 50 years—if ever, but it 1s 
essential as a standard for every single project that 
is undertaken. 

In addition to a master plan, St. Louis needs 
detailed plans of individual projects. It needs blue- 
prints of a better street system, drawings of neigh- 
borhood projects “east of Grand,” plans for the pro- 
tection of these re-developed areas and of unspoiled 
neighborhoods by so-called “green belts,” etc. 

Not the least value of such drawings is that they 
would take talk about rebuilding out of the realm 
of the vague and the abstract. 
specific pictures of what the city could and ought 
to be. They would be something to tie to, some- 
thing to stir the imagination, something to concen- 
trate support for what is an absolute necessity for 
the sound growth of the community. 

Further, it is time to come to grips with the cost 
of municipal rebuilding. The vague fear that it is 
far too high to make a new St. Louis a “practical” 
possibility is one of the most expensive fears we can 
nurture. Some figures ought to be presented on 
the decline in taxable property, the increase in per 
capita costs of police and fire protection and other 
city services, of actual loss in real estate invest- 
ments. This would change many an opinion on the 
high cost of rebuilding. 

In short, the whole problem ought to be put before 
the whole community so that everybody might make 
a contribution to its solution. But there is not 
unlimited time for talk. The city’s decline, in itself, 
calls for action, but a special reason for promptness 
is the fact that the need for postwar employment 
projects will offer an opportunity to make an im- 
pressive start toward a revitalized St. Louis—an 
opportunity such as may not come again in a long, 
long time. St. Louis should be ready for it. 
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DEFINITION OF “SECOND FRONT.” 

Secretary of the Navy Knox, speaking at Annap- 
olis, denounced what he called “irresponsible talk 
about a second front.” There are eight fronts 
now, he said, and named them: Western Mediter- 
ranean, Eastern Mediterranean, Atlantic, South At- 
lantic, South Pacific, North Pacific, Russia and 
China, 

The people who engage in this “irresponsible 
talk” have been thinking about Europe, and the 
necessity for a second front there to relieve Russia 
of the enormous weight of the Nazi armies that it 
has been bearing single-handed almost two years. 
The seven other fronts enumerated by Mr. Knox 
are scenes of active fighting, it is true, but none of 
them causes more than a minimum diversion of 
Hitler’s land forces in the East—218 divisions strong, 
according to Winston Churchill. Such a diversion, 
as Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill have announced 
several times, is to be a major purpose of the com- 
ing attack upon the Continent. 

No matter how Mr, Knox tabulates them, that 
invasion will be popularly described as the opening 
of a second front. It sounds elementary, but some- 
body should tell the Secretary of the Navy about it, 
so he won't confuse listeners by mentioning a ninth 
front when the day arrives. 
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THE PRISON INQUIRY. 

The inquiry into prison brutality, undertaken at 
the request of Representative O. K. Armstrong, 
ended yesterday after denials were made on behalf 
of the State Prison Board that prisoners are bru- 
tally punished. It was also contended that discipli- 
nary conditions are much better than in other years. 
In this connection, we reprint today an indictment 
of State prison methods made by the late William 
Marion Reedy, noted St. Louis author and editor, 
as long ago as 1913. 

Mr. Armstrong produced a number of convict 
witnesses who told of beatings and whippings, of 
punishment by solitary confinement and by being 
forced to stand motionless for hours on a line and 
the “hanging up” of inmates by handcuffing their 
wrists above their heads to cell doors. This testi- 
mony was corroborated in part by a guard assigned 
to duty in the punishment hall, and other prison 
attaches, though it was expressly denied that men 
were hung up with only their toes touching the 
floor. 

In weighing the results of the inquiry, it should 
be kept in mind that convicts are prone to engage 
in fanciful descriptions of what happens to them. 
It is also true that some of those brought forward 
are men with long and vicious records who chafe 
unceasingly under prison restrictions and who are 
very difficult to handle. But when due allowance 
is made for these factors, it nevertheless seems clear 
that unnecessarily brutal disciplinary methods are 
being used, 

Mr. Armstrong urges prison officials to abolish the 
use of whips, cuffing of convicts to bars and stand- 
ing on the line; instead, he suggests that punishment 
be fixed, in the case of breaches of discipline, by a 
board of three persons, with the right of appeal 
to the Warden, and loss of good behavior credits 
as the principal form of punishment. 

Warden Kaiser says disciplinary problems are in-

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A THREAT TO HONEST ELECTIONS. 

St. Louis’ record for clean elections, developed 
under the present capable Board of Election Com- 
missioners, is sure to be impaired if a bill passed 
by the House this week is not killed in the Senate. 

The bill was introduced by Representative Elmer 
Nicolay, who is Republican City Committeeman from 
the Fourteenth Ward. It purports to serve the 
public convenience by setting up three branch regis- 
tration offices in each St. Louis ward for two days 
in September in even-numbered years, thus mak- 
ing it unnecessary for voters to visit the Election 
Board’s downtown headquarters. As a matter of 
actual fact, if such a law were on the books, it 
would literally invite fraudulent registration of 
voters. Worse than that, it would be the first step 
toward destruction of permanent registration. 

Why? Simply because an election crook could 
register at all three branch offices in his ward, 
or at a dozen over the city, and detection of the 
fraud would be extremely difficult in the short 
period between the registration date and election 
day. It could be discovered only by means of a 
laborious alphabetical check, and not even by that 
if the repeater registered under several different 
names. 

Duplications, could also occur innocently under 
the proposed plan. If a voter were uncertain as to 
whether his name was on the books at the central 
office, because of a change in address or other rea- 
son, he might register again in his neighborhood 
instead of calling at headquarters or writing for a 
transfer blank. Crookedness and confusion are cer- 
tain results of the plan. 

However, the Republican City Committee and a 
majority of the Democratic committee say in their 
support of the bill that, in view of transportation 
conditions, the voters are entitled to an arrange- 
ment for convenient registration. If conditions de- 
velop that make such an arrangement necessary, the 
Election Board already has statutory authority to 
set up branch offices, at its own discretion as to 
location and hours. The Nicolay bill, therefore, is 
unnecessary. Cannot the board be trusted to set 
up such offices if they are required, without orders 
from the Legislature? 

The Board of Election Commissioners vigorously 
opposes this bill as “detrimental to the cause of 
clean elections.” Yet, strange to say, no opportunity 
was given for board members to appear at a hear- 
ing and state their case against the bill when it was 
before the House. Surely the Senate will see to it 
that an adequate hearing is held. The reasons for 
urging that thig unnecessary and vicious bill be 
killed are so strong that merely stating them should 
be enough to bring about its defeat. 


AFFAIR OF STATE, 

Joseph E. Davies, former United States Ambassa- 
dor to Russia, had the title of his book, “Mission 
to Moscow,” painted in bright yellow letters, in 
English and Russian, on one side of the Government 
plane that carried him te Moscow with a letter from 
Roosevelt to Stalin. 

It appears a good idea, basically, but somewhat 
lacking in the old zipperoo. ‘‘Joe Davies Carries the 
Mail” or “Moscow or Bust” would, it seems, have 
more happily blended the appropriate and the com- 
mercial. Nor is yellow paint an altogether accept- 
able medium when neon is atill available. 

It is impossible to give too much attention to 
these fine points, for upon them depends the im- 
pression we Americans create in other countries.

MUSSOLINI THREE YEARS LATER. 

It was three years ago today that Benito Mussolini 
stood on his celebrated balcony at the Palazzo Vene- 
zia and, to the frenzied applause of his massed 
Blackshirt claque, spoke the words that took Italy 
into the war against a doomed France and a hard- 
pressed Britain. The Sawdust Caesar’s grandilo- 
quent words of June 10, 1940, have an ironic ring 
today:

We 
want to break the territorial and military chains 
that confine us in our sea. We are descending 
to battle against plutocratic reactionary democra- 
cies. It is a conflict between two ages, two 
ideas. A great people is ready to face its destiny 
and mark its own history in the future. Now 
the die is cast and our will has burned our 
ships behind us. ... 

I solemnly declare that Italy does not intend 
to drag other peoples bordering on her by sea 
or land into the conflict. Switzerland, Yugo- 
slavia, Greece, Turkey and Egypt, take note of 
these words of mine. We will conquer in order, 
finally, to give a new world of peace with jus- 
tice to Italy, to Europe and to the universe. ... 
Our conscience is perfectly tranquil. People 
of Italy, run to your arms! Take up your cause, 
with all your valor! 


Mussolini now is paying a costly price for the 
proclamation he(made that day. Instead of a short, 
easy war a handsome share in the loot of 
Europe, he has encountered frustration and defeat. 


Instead of achieving conquest, he hag lost every acre 


of Italy’s overseas Empire. “Our sea,” the Mediter- 
ranean, today is under Allied domination. Italy 
lies open to the. ceaseless, shattering attacks of 
Allied bombers and awaits with unconcealed fear the 
coming of invasion. 

No figure in this war has been more thoroughly 
deflated than the Italian dictator, whom Winston 
Churchill scorns. as “this whipped jackal, Hitler’s 
tattered lackey.” Are Italians today remembering 
that ranting speech of 1940, and all its disastrous 
consequences?

“TO HELP MY COUNTRY.” 

“Dear Sir: I thought the enclosed might be used 
to help my country.” So, in effect, run hundreds 
of letters received by Britain’s Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, according to a newscast from London. 
“The enclosed” is a voluntary contribution of a 
British citizen to his Government. 

The contributions have come from individuals, 
from organizations, from children, even from pen- 
sioners who have given up smoking for a week 
and sent their tobacco money to the Government. 
Voluntary contributions amounted to $100,000 in a 
single recent week. Since the war started, they 
total $81,000,000, 

It shows a fine spirit. It shows an acknowledg- 
ment of personal association with government, an 
assumption of joint responsibility, and a strong in- 
itiative. Citizens of the United States rarely mani- 
fest any such adult relationship to their Govern- 
ment, but perhaps the British example will inspire 
some of us to follow suit.

that the State is attaining a bad emi- 
mnence because of the revelation that tor- 
ture is used to extort confessions from the 
State’s prisoners. When the Prison Board 
refuses to hold an inquiry as to the exist- 
ence of torture, on the plea that the result 
of such inquiry might be a rebellion of the 
prisoners, the casual newspaper reader can 
see that those officials are simply adopting 
a flimsy excuse to avoid publicity. 


That there are other abuses than the 
stringing up of convicts in rings and the 
whipping of prisoners for various offenses 
is strongly suspected. The little that has 
come out as to the prison management at 
Jefferson City indicates that worse remains 
behind. 


But the Board of Prison Control doesn’t 
care what “they say.” The board will not 
have an investigation. Its members will 
not have anything to do with the only 
thing that will ever keep the penitentiary 
clean of the iniquities that are alleged— 
that is publicity.

World Forgets Men in Prison. 


When men are put in prison, the world 
forgets them. They are hidden away, 
buried alive. The men appointed to over- 
see these prisoners and keep them in order 
forget that the convicts are human, The 
superintendents and guards become drunk 
on power. They have less regard for the 
human creatures under them than they 
would have for cattle. This is inevitable, 
with the institution practically closed to 
the public. 


In states like California and Michigan, 
the honor system of dealing with convicts 
has been tried successfully, There is no 
chaining up, no whipping or other drastic 
punishments in the penitentiaries of those 
states. The convicted men are allowed to 
go about in the prison and on their duties 
with the least possible supervision or 
guarding. While there have been cases in 
which the prisoners showed lack of a sense 
of honor, the experiment has been a suc- 
cess upon the whole. 


The treatment of convicts as men may 
not justify itself as to all men convicted of 
crime, but it certainly does justify it as to 
most men. The prison in which prisoners 
are trusted, in which punishments are rare- 
ly resorted to, and then only when appeal 
to the prisoner’s finer sentiment has failed, 
is the prison which sends its time-expired 
men out into the world better, and not 
worse, for their incarceration. 


Results of Cruel Treatment. 


There is no question that the old rough, 
cruel prison discipline, based on the theory 
that all prisoners are bad and never to be 
trusted out of reach of the whip or range 
of the carbine, is calculated to brutalize 
the convicts. Drastic discipline generates 
hatred in the prisoners’ hearts, The more 
restrictions, the more incitements to rebel- 
lion. Too many rules stimulate ingenuity 
in their circumvention and evasion. 


Rigidity of discipline tends to destroy 
what little self-respect may be left in a 
man who finds himself a convict. What 
modern society demands of prison manage- 


ment is the development of the prisoner’s | 


self-respect, his restoration to, his rehabili- 
tation in, the elements of manhood. 


That there are men in the penitentiaries | 
| who must be punished, men who have been | all three had got back from it,

so brutalized outside the prison that they 
are not amenable to gentler methods of 
suasion and discipline, is not disputed. It 
is not likely that, even in the model prison, 
there will be soon a total disappearance of 
punishment. But the punishment should 
not be severe and brutal. And it should 
not be resorted to in order to force pris- 
oners to confess upon their fellows, 


Maltreatment Not Necessary. 


There are ways of punishing offenses 
against discipline without forcing other men 
to maltreat their fellow beings. Forcing a 
convict to whip another brutalizes the 
whipper not less than the whipped. Such 
punishings create in prison officials an ob- 
tuseness to and even a lust for cruelty 
which tends to increase the frequency of 
punishment and its severity for the most 
trifling offenses. 

If there is to be punishment in prisons, 
other than imprisonment—and unfortunate- 
ly it seems there must be for a long time to 
come—we must see to it that the punish- 
ment be not made too severe. No convict 
should be punished in severe fashion save 
after a sort of trial of the alleged offender. 
And the trial should be open to the public. 


The punishment decreed, when inflicted, 
should be applied in the presence of wit- 
nesses not identified with the institution. 
This would make punishment public, and 
the more public we can make punishment, 
the less punishment there will be inflicted, 
Punishment flourishes only because it is in- 
flicted in secret. 


But punishment is one thing, and torture 
is another. Torture is what is alleged 
against Missouri prison management. The 
Prison Board approves of torture when it 
will not investigate charges thereof. The 
Prison Board is in the standpat position. 
It says to the public: “What are you going 
to do about it?” 


Much Still to Be Told. 


There is much more to be told about the 
infernal conditions in the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary than has yet been made public. 
It will not be told, it cannot be told, so long 
as those in authority prevent an investiga- 
tion. It cannot be told until the victims 
of the system can take the witness stand 
in public and tell what they know, what 
they have experienced, under conditions 
which will preclude the possibility of their 
being subjected to more and other torture 
for testifying against their heartless 
keepers. 


Let the convicts be examined as to condi- 
tions general and particular in the peniten- 
tiary at Jefferson City, and let the men 
who have charge of the convicts tell their 
story, too. We want nothing but the facts. 
Rhetoric won’t help us any in the matter 
of correcting evils which manifestly exist. 


We haven't had an investigation of the 
Missouri Penitentiary in a long time, 
dently the men in power at Jefferson City 
are determined to hush up all the talk. 
But can Jefferson City hold out against 
the outcry of an outraged public opinion 
over the practice of medieval torture in 
the penitentiary?

‘Singapore Is Silent,’’ by George Weller. (Harcourt, 
Brace & Co., New York.) 
EADERS of the Post-Dispatch under- 
stood perfectly how it was that George 
Weller received the Pulitzer Prize for for- 
eign correspondence, His dispatches in this 
newspaper and the other members of the 
Chicago Daily News foreign service circle 
have been among the very finest in the 
reporting of World War II.

The effect ig not that 
of a stunt but a refreshing modesty which 
centers on the business in hand; namely, 
factual reporting of the fall of the Gibralk- 
tar of the East. 

The cards were stacked against the de- 
fense of Singapore, but only the Japanese 
knew it, we learn from this calm yet vivid 
report. That fortress fell because the un- 
derrated invaders did the impossible, came 
down through a jungle whose impenetrabil- 
ity im the past was seemingly the only 
needed line of defense on the north. 

After having seen many fronts first-hand, 
George Weller is convinced that Japan is 
the enemy of the United States more than 
Germany, and certainly much more than 
Italy. Positive that the war “cannot be 
ended by any single peace,” he says that 
“Southeast Asia is destined to occupy in 
American politics the same place the Bal- 
kans have occupied in the history of Great 
Britain and France,”

An incident that burns itself into the 
memory is this one: Three months after 
Singapore fell, a small man of about 50 
called on the Naval Intelligence Officer at 
Fremantle, Australia. He looked, so Weller 
tells us, like the men who are aged mes- 
senger boys. “I want some information 
about a ship,” he said, “It left Singapore 
for Ceylon in the first week in February.” 
He unfolded a scrap of paper bearing the 
vessel’s name. It was against the rules to 
give the answer, but the officer said: “She 
went down.” The little man picked up his 
hat: “I think I'll go out,” he said, 

In a few minutes he came back. “There’s 
something I didn’t tell you,” he said. “My 
family was on that boat. ... I had the 
five kids and my wife.” The officer hesi- 
tated. Then he said: “We do not have any 
list of survivors from that one... . Except 
for a Lascar seaman on a raft.”

TRIKERS are gambling with 

the future of organized labor 

in America. The sooner they 
realize it, the better for them and 
for the country. It is dangerous to 
overlook the experience of other 
peoples. 

In times of national crisis labor 
as a whole will be blamed—un- 
fairly but surely—for any mistakes 
of selfishness on the part of a few 
highly placed organizers or rack- 
eteering unions. To justify any 
future attempt to curb or destroy 
labor organization, these bad ex- 
amples are bound to be painted 
ail over the map as typical be- 
havior. 

In times of national crisis, social 
disputes are not the unique con- 
cern of the disputants: they are 
the affair of the entire nation. 
They are finally decided by the en- 
tire nation. To be precise, deci- 
sions of sufficient importance be- 
tween labor and management, are 
finally taken by the mass of the 
people outside the disputants, that 
is, by public opinion. If public 
opinion in the United States de- 
cides that labor during the war 
played its part equally with the 
other groups, then it will be prej- 
udiced in favor of labor claims. 
If—to the contrary—it decides 
that in this war, labor put its 
class and narrowly economic in- 
terests above the interests of the 
boys overseas, of the babies, or of 
American society, then legislation 
will come to curb or even crush 
labor organizations. 

This regardiess of the justice of 
the issues. War cannot be a time 
for strict justice. If it were, a 
general commanding two divisions 
of troops, one crack and one just 
average, would send them into the 
hottest part of the battle alternate- 
lv. He does not: he uses the good 
one as much as possible, the aver- 
age one where he must. Casualties 
in the crack division run three 
times as high as in the other. 
This is unjust—much more unjust 
than the dismissal of a couple of 
thousand milk wagon drivers. But 
it is war and it is necessary. Fail- 
ure to understand and accept this 
will be bad gd ee 


Italian Lebor Resurgent. 
AKE the case of labor in Italy 
which I personally witnessed. 

When, in 1915, the poet D’Annun- 
zio and a-bald-headed ex-Socialist 
called Mussolini talked Italy into 
entering World War One, the ma- 
jority of the Socialist Party, a 
member of the Second Interna- 
tionale, refused to go along and 
opposed the fighting. 

The mass of the mobilized men 
fought half-heartedly. They were 
beaten at Caporetto (they could 
not tell me then what they were 
fighting for) and their country 
was invaded. The panic-stricken 
government promised peasants 
and workmen reforms thirty years 
overdue if only they would fight. 
They did fight. At the Piave, in 
June, 1918, they fought better than 
Malians ever have since and, vir- 
tually unaided, saved their coun- 
try. 

After the war they claimed the 
fulfillment of the promises—divi- 
sion of the big estates, abolition 
of the iniquitous absentee land- 
lord system, better labor condi- 
tions generally. And so far, no 
harm. 

But under the influence of the 
anti-war Socialist Party, now a 
part of the Communist Interna- 
tionale, factory workmen went 
much farther. They poured con- 
tumely upon the war effort in 
which nearly a million Italians had 
died. They tore the marks of rank 
from the shoulders of returning 
officers, They showed no respect 
for other groups and classes. They 


claimed to run public utilities as 
their private property: a train I 
was on remained stationary for 
two hours in the middle of the 
night, miles from anywhere, be- 
cause the engineer arbitrarily re- 
fused to proceed until an army 
officer got off the train. The engi- 
neer had his way. 

Strikes occurred wholesale on 
any and all pretexts. In the hottest 
weather, unremoved garbage piled | 
up in Rome for weeks. Faced with 
the “public be damned” attitude, 
the public began to stir and mut- 
ter. 

Then came the occupation of the 
factories with a great show of 
machine guns, much revolutionary 
talk. I visited such a factory and 
talked wtih the men. They knew 
it was a futile gesture with no to- 
morrow. Either they had to make 
a complete revolution and take 
over the economic system com- 
pletely, or occupation of factories 
remained mere mischief. Yet they 
obediently followed the leaders and 
the Party bosses—and later paid 
the price, 


*. 

Strangled by Fascism. 

OR when bald-headed Muaso- 

lini was looking for a platform 
that would enable him to subju- 
gate all Italy—the most effective 
was abuse by labor. Management 
in Italy was sonly too willing to 
subsidize a movement that prom- 
ised to smash the unions. The ex- 
officers—accustomed to command 
and trained to kill—leaped at.a 
chance to revenge those post-war 
insults by beating up workmen. 
Yet the workers were strong; they 
could have held their own against 
the fascisti alone. The fascisti did 
not remain alone; the majority of 
Italians took sides with them. 

Once this happened Italian or- 
ganized labor was licked. Public 
opinion, disgusted by the unending, 
often futile strikes, resentful of 
what looked like labor insolence 
thenceforth condemned the work- 
men even when their claims were 
just. In other words, the excesses 
of a labor minority divided Italian 
society into two camps. Labor 
found itself in the weaker camp. 
Soon military and police author- 
ities began to take sides, protect- 
ing the fascisti when they were 
beaten (I witnessed this at Civi- 
tavecchia in July, 1922), arresting 
workmen for “disorder” after the 
fascisti had burned the local union 
headquarters, etc. 

In August a young fascist, Dino 
Grandi, now in high favor in Wash- 
ington and London as a potential 
Quisling, took over the town of 
Bologna without any resistance 
from the authorities. 

When in October, Mussolini, with 
the connivance of the King, seized 
power and overthrew the Italian 
Constitution, he claimed to be 
“saving Italy from  bolshevism.” 
This was a lie. The Italian party 
had been read out of the Third 
Internationale by Lenin a year be- 
fore for refusal to make a rev- 
olution. But because Mussolini’s 
claim was sincerely believed by a 
majority of Italians and any num- 
ber of influential foreigners, the 
Duce got away with it. 

The point is: the arbitrary—ap- 
pearing acts of a minority of 
Italian workmen caused the largely 
justified claims of the majority to 
be hated by the rest of Italian so- 
ciety to the point where these last 
rejoiced in the destruction of or- 
ganized labor altogether. 

Similar phenomena occurred in 
Republic Germany and in France 
under the Popular Front. Never 
say it could not happen here. Is 
this a danger organized labor in 
America is prepared to deny or 
defy?

RIGID, PRODUCERS SAY 


Urge Ordinance Be Relaxed 
for Emergency—Bredeck 
Bill Supported. 


St. Louis has “set its sights too 
high” on milk supply standards, 
King Eaton, president of Sanitary 
Milk Producers, Inc., whose mem- 
bers supply about three-fourths of 
the St. Louis milk, declared yes- 
terday at a hearing before the 
Public Welfare Committee of the 


Board of Aldermen. 

“Enforcement of the standard 
milk ordinance is not so rigid any- 
where else, except in Washington, 
and we think the city should relax 
its requirements during this emer- 
gency,” Eaton said. 

Just where Sanitary and two 
smaller producer associations rep- 
resented at the hearing stood on 
proposed modifications of the 
standard milk ordinance, now be- 
fore the committee, was not made 
clear during the session. THaton 
and A. D. Lynch, secretary-man- 
ager of Sanitary, told reporters 
after the meeting their group fa- 
vors a bill proposed by Dr. Joseph 
Bredeck, health commissioner, as 
a substitute for a drastic relaxa- 
tion measure introduced by the 
Dairy Council of St. Louis, pro- 
vided it is amended in two respects 
as suggested by the Dairy Council. 
Sanitary, they said, also wants 
grading taken off milk by-products, 
as proposed in the original Dairy 
Council bill. 

The Dairy Council announced at 
a hearing Monday that, with two 
amendments added, it would sup- 
port Dr. Bredeck’s substitute bill, 
which retains grades but would 
eliminate use of the words “for 
cooking purposes only” on grade C 
milk labels if the health commis- 
sioner declares an emergency to 
exist. 

Dr. J. F. Powell of Crystal City, 
Mo., president of Missouri Co-oper- 
ative Milk Producers’ Association, 
and Chris Mohme of New Douglas, 
Ill., vice-president of Square Deal 
Milk Producers’ Association, said 
their organizations had not yet 
taken a stand on the proposals. 

Both Dr. Powell and Mohme ex- 
pressed fear that if Dr. Bredeck 
declared an emergency and per- 
mitted low-grade bottled milk into 
the St. Louis market, it would up- 


ger the investment of dairy 
farmers, who, it was said, spent 
five million dollars to comply with 
provisions of the standard ordi- 
nance. Dr. Powell added St. Louis 
might be “back to the bacteria 
soup” of pre-ordinance days. 

They indicated they believed Dr. 
Bredeck’s emergency powers 
should be limited to allowing low- 
grade milk to be used only for by- 
products. 

Eaton said the number of pro- 
ducers in the St. Louis milk-shed 
is steadily declining and asked less 
rigid standards to induce new pro- 
ducers to come in here. He urged 
the proposal of the Dairy Council 
to allow pouring from pails to 
large gans in the barn instead of 
in a separate pouring building. 
This might bring in new producers 
since they cannot get materials for 
such buildings iow, he asserted, 
and would be some alleviation of 
the labor shortage for all pro- 
ducers, 

Board Presidz=t A. P. Kauffman 
asked if there was evidence of a 
milk shortage here, and Louis 
Lange, committee chairman, said 
he expected figures to be sup- 
plied by distributors at a hearing 
Friday.

STIMSON DENOUNCES 
RUMORS ABOUT WAAGS 


Charges of Immorality ‘Are 
Absolutely and Completely 
False,’ He Says.

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson said to- 
day at a press conference that 
“sinister rumors aimed at destroy- 
ing the reputation” of the Waacs 
through charges of immorality 
“are absolutely and completely 
false.” 


He added that “anything which 
would interfere with their recruit- 
ing or destroy the reputation of 
the corps and, by so doing, inter- 
fere with increase in the combat 
strength of our Army, would be 
of value to the enemy.

A.M. A. SEERS BETTER 
MEDICAL CARE IN U. 8. 


Sets Up Council to Suggest 
Ways to Meet Varying Needs 
of Different Sections. 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated rress Science Editor. 
CHICAGO, June 10—The Amer- 
ican Medical Association yester- 
day created a new council to plan 
for better medical care through- 
out the nation. The council] is 
authorized to study medical plans 
of all sorts, to suggest policies 
and to report these to the State 
and County medical societies 
which would put them into effect. 

The new council has no power to 
go beyond suggesting, but neither 
has any American Medical Asso- 
ciation council, now or in the 
past. The actions of these coun- 
cils however always have strong- 
ly influenced the practice of medi- 
cine throughout the country, and 


the new council’s position promises 
to be powerful. 

Criticisms have been made for 
years for the failing of the Asso- 
ciation to propose a plan for im- 
proved medical care for the pub- 
lic at large. The new, council is 
taken as an answer to these criti- 
cisms. 

Recent developments within the 
Association including more than 
100 medical group prepayment 
plans, indicate that instead of one 
plan for medical care, several 
Plans are likely. Each sec 
tion’s needs are different, the doc 
tors find, and each will require 
modifications in any plan that 
might be best in some other sec- 
tion. 

Examples are rural,medical care. 
In North Dakota long distances 
between farms place a handicap 
on the use of central hospitals. In 
Illinois, where few farms are 
more than 10 miles from some 
civic center, this plan might work 
well. In some parts of the south, 
where physicians are few, the cost 
of setting up adequate rural care 
appears to require atill a different 
plan. 

The council was established by 
the House of Delegates, the su- 
preme body of organized medicine, 
and was instructed to get to work 
immediately. The council is re- 
sponsible only to the House of 
Delegates. 

One vision behind yesterday's 
action is the possibility of solving 
the doctor shortage which always 
has existed in many areas. In 
this vision worthwhile service op- 
portunities in understaffed com- 
munities may be offered to doc- 
tors returning from war, and num- 
bering now half of America’s 
active physicians. 

The new council is instructed to 
study not merely medical care, 
but social and economic situations 
which directly affect either health 
or the ability to obtain medical 
aid. 

The name of the new organiza- 
tion is the Council on Medical 
Service and Public Relations.

Unlucky Soldier. 

Now that the battle is over, 
there is time to write a little of 
the legend of Attu. Some of it is 
true, some just good stories. 

There is the unluckiest man. He 
was shot through the leg. He was 
brought down on a litter which 
became a sniper’s target. The 
soldier was shot through the other 
leg. In a dressing station awaiting 
further transportation as the Jap- 
anese began their desperate last 
attack, the soldier, never seriously 
injured, was shot through the arm. 

There was the English-speaking 
Japanese who came tumbling out 
of a hole yelling “Need medic, 
need medic!” A soldier saw a gren- 
ade tn the hand of the supposedly 
wounded man. Ten seconds later, 
he had no further need of a doctor. 

There is the thoroughly embar- 
rassed private now on his way 
back from Attu on a hospital ship. 
He isn't badly hurt, but he’s very 
uncomfortable. A grenade struck 
a rock just beyond him as he was 
kneeling behind a ledge. The doc- 
tors have been picking pieces of 
grenade and splinters of rock out 
of him ever since. He is not able 
to sit down. 


Case of Lost Pants. 

There was another’ soldier, 
knocked out by a shell fragment. 
He had some other wounds which 
were bleeding freely. First aid 
men found him unconscious, They 
put him on a litter, pulled off his 
boots and trousers, even his shirt, 
in order to stanch the flow of 
blood. Then they left him, still 
unconscious, on the litter while 
they carried another more seri- 
ously injured man down a moun- 
tain. 

In the middle of the night the 
soldier woke up. He was all alone, 
cold and hungry. 

An hour later, sans shoes, sans 
pants, he walked into an outpost 
complaining bitterly that “G. L’s 
would steal your gold teeth if you 
didn’t sleep with your mouth shut.” 

The Japanese used dummies, 
both for cannon and men. Dummy 
guns at Holtz Bay were logs 
painted to resemble heavy field ar- 
tillery. Straw and grass dummy 
men were found in several] foxholes 
and there were more around a 
headquarters abandoned precipi- 
tately. 

An American Sergeant noted, in 
the first days of the battle, that 
most Americans killed died bowed 
over their rifles. Most Japanese, 
on the other hand, were found on 
their backs with arms outstretched 
and eyes toward the sky. No one 
had any plausible explanation.

to enable the liberated countries 
to be supplied, these needs should 
take priority: Cars, trucks, gaso- 
line and personnel, food, soap, 
clothing, medicines and material 
of all kinds, with agricultural im- 
plements, which are on the list. 
Necessity for trained personnel 
cannot be too greatly emphasized. 
The American Red Cross has done 
an excellent job in Algeria and 
Morocco, with its experience in re- 
lief work. 

These are the principal prob- 
lems. Others which will arise in 
Europe, as well as here, will in 
clude repatriation of political and 
military prisoners—feeding, hous- 
ing and finding them jobs.

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Churchill Not Bluffing. 


HURCHILL did not add to Hit- 

ler’s peace of mind when he an- 
nounced that “amphibious opera- 
tions of a peculiar complexity and 
hazard on a large scale are ap- 
proaching.” 


We can assume that the British 
Premier was not bluffing. Cer- 
tainly the Germans cannot afford 
to believe that he was bluffing. 
But since “amphibious operations” 
can mean anything from an inva- 
sion of Norway to a landing in 
Italy or the Balkans or other 
points on the continent, the ef- 
fect of his remark will be to in- 
crease the alarm in the Reich. 

In the meantime, the situation 
in the Mediterranean clearly ap- 
pears.to be moving toward a cli- 
mactic stage. The “softening up” 
of the Italian islands—Pantelleria, 
Sicily, Sardinia, in particular—has 
now reached the point where land 
operations may be in order. A 
new chapter in the war is about 
to begin.

RIVER SHIPMENT 
OF CIVILIAN GOODS 
URGED IN REPORT 


Facilities Not Sufficient- 
ly Utilized, Commerce 
Department Consultant 
Says. 


Diversion of civilian merchandise 


to the Mississippi River barge 
lines was recommended today by 
Robert H. Perry, regional business 
consultant, United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce, in a quarterly 
report covering transportation 
conditions in this area. 

In his report, Perry pointed out 
that, while truck and rail facilities 
were overtaxed, river traffic facil- 
ities were not sufficiently utilized 


j with traffic on the decrease, espec- 
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Prom P t Service 
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ially southbound cargo move- 
ments. Terminal facilities at key 


river fronts, he stated, are operat- 
ing at but 25 per cent capacity. 


“During the last part of 1942 ap- 
proximately 75 per cent of the 
traffic was upstream,” the report 
stated, “with 25 per cent down- 
stream. For a brief period in 
March and April of this year 
downstream shipments of grain 
tended to balance movements in 
the approximate proportion of 65 
to 35. But with the completion of 
this seasonal business and the ex- 
pected increase of petroleum ship- 
ments it is predicted that the ratio 
will be 80 per cent upstream and 
only 20 per cent downstream.” 


An Economic Loss. 


Estimating that downstream 
river shipments require only one- 
fourth more time than required by 
rail, Perry said it was difficult “to 
reconcile the knowledge that 
barges are allowed to float serene- 
ly down the river empty, thus con- 
tributing a definite economic loss 
to the war effort.” 

The most spectacular transpor- 
tation development, Perry pointed 
out, has been the performance of 
“Big Inch,” the giant pipeline 
terminating at Norris City, IIL, 
which delivers 80,000 barrels of 
crude oil to tank cars every 24 
hours. 

Describing wartime railroad pas- 
senger traffic, Perry said _ tele- 
graphic requests for reservations 
come to the Union Station at an 
hourly rate of 100 to 125, while 
telephone facilities there have 
been increased 75 per cent in the 
past few months. Ticket sales last 
year exceeded 1940 sales by 110 per 
cent, he reported. 

Despite an excessive burden of 
freight, railroads have been able 
to absorb the demands on their 
facilities “with scarcely a hitch in 
smooth operations,” Perry stated, 
and have indicated that all _ in- 
creases in freight shipments will 
be handled without congestion. 
Shortage of man power, he added, 
has compelled the railroads to em- 
ploy women, principally as engine 
wipers, signalmen, telegraph oper- 
ators and clerical workers. 

Local Situations. 

Local transportation facilities, 
affécted by war workers and gaso- 
line rationing, are varied. In Al- 
ton, inadequate transportation for 
war workers is a factor in factory 
turnover, Perry stated, reporting 
that a recent 24-hour study showed 
an average of nine passengers in 
excess of capacity was carried on 
each bus trip. On one trip 70 
passengers were crowded in a bus 
intended for 32, 

In St. Louis bus and street car 
traffic has increased 52 per cent 
since 1940, but current gains show 
signs of slowing up, indicating that 
the peak is being approached. 
Operators, Perry said, state they 
are equipped to absorb forseeable 
traffic increases.

SACRAMENTO, Cal., June 10 
(AP).—The War Food Administra- 
tion, the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration and the dairy industry are 
studying ways of limiting civilian 
consumption of milk, expecting a 
decline in supplies later this year, 
T. G. Stitts, chief of dairy and 
poultry in the WFA, said today. 

Stitts, in a speech before the 
California Dairy Council, said food 
officials had concluded that the 
Government must curtail consump- 
tion of fluid milk or cut down on 
the manufacture of such products 
as butter, cheese, evaporated and 
dried milk. The latter alternative 
was said to be out of the question 
because manufactured products 
now megt only essential military 
and civilian needs, 

These four methods of limiting 
consumption of fluid milk are 
under study, Stitts said: 

Rationing of fluid milk on a 
coupon basis, somewhat like gaso- 
line, 

Restricting transportation of 
milk, thereby limiting, and pos- 
sibly reducing, the size of urban 
milk sheds. This would cut out

AN AMERICAN BOMBER STA- 
TION SOMEWHERE IN ENG- 
LAND, June 10 (AP).—The Flying 
Fortress “Yard Bird Jr.,” which 
carried a crew of 9, including 
Radio Operator Cecil E. Craft of 
East St. Louis, crashed on enemy 
territory during a recent mission, 
apparently a victim of anti-air- 
craft fire, it was disclosed today.

Government, |} 


taking soundings and spying, on 


GOLD STANDARD ATTER 
WAR URGED BY BANKER 


Needed in International Fi- 
nance, President Hemingway 
Tells Convention. 


Restoration of the gold standard 
as a basis of international postwar 
financial dealings was suggested 
today by W. L. Hemmingway, 
president of the American Bank- 
ers’. Association, in an address at 
the thirty-third annual convention 
of the Missouri Bankers* Associa- 
tion, at Hotel Jefferson. 

Speaking before nearly 400 mem- 
bers attending the two-day ses- 
sion, he said: “It is safe to say 
the bankers are unanimously in 
favor of the restoration of the gold 


standard. It seems that there is 
no other method for the settlement 


of international balances that will 
accomplish the purpose as well as 
the exchange of gold.” 

Broad co-operation with other 
nations in the extension of loans 
for rehabilitation after the war, 
was urged by Hemingway, who 
added, “but in doing so, I am con- 
vinced that our people will be pet- 
ter satisfied with a procedure 
whereby we deal directly with the 
countries that we are to assist 
rather than through some inter- 
national body.” 

Postwar Work the Problem. 

After the first problem of pro- 
viding for the human needs of the 
peoples in the war-torn nations, 
such as food, clothing and shelter, 
he continued, the big problem will 
be to provide the great masses 
with work by which they may sup- 
port themselves. 

This would be achieved, he de- 
clared, only by the restoration of a 
virile world trade and domestic 
economy in which it will be the 
duty of bankers to influence the 
adoption of sound international 
policies and the enlightenment of 
public opinion. 

“It is hard to see how we in this 
country can expect to-be prosper- 
ous,” he added, “unless there is a 
fair measure of prosperity through- 
out the world, The evidence of the 
last few years has proved that no 
nation can long prosper when the 
rest of the world is suffering ad- 
versity. Fortunately, our Congress 
has recognized this principle in ex- 
tending the reciprocal trade agree- 
ments act for another two years.” 

“So-Called Social Benefits.” 

Bankers, Hemingway added, are 
opposed to any Government lend- 
ing agency which is created for 
“so-called social benefits,” in the 
belief that these are “merely the 
entering wedges for a complete 
socialization of our economy.” 

The last year, W. F. Keyser, sec- 
retary of the association reported, 
was the first year in the associa- 
tion’s history during which the 
banks of Missouri were “entirely 
free of burglary.” In the preced- 
ing year, there were four bank 
burglaries. 

In another speech this morning, 
W. A. McDonnell, executive vice- 
president of the Commercial Na- 
tional Bank, Little Rock, Ark., 
told of the services performed in 
the distribution of scarce commod-

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Stethoscope 
Invention of 
French Doctor

N previous articles this week we 
[ pave been discussing the meth- 

ods of diagnosis in which the 
physician depends upon his own 
senses to gather information — 
seeing, feeling and hearing. The 
first two we have covered; today 
we take up hearing. ; 

When the physician places the 
middle finger of one hand on your 
chest or abdomen and taps it with 
the middle finger of the other 
hand and when afterwards he 
takes out his stethoscope and puts 
the ear pieces in his ears like an 
old-fashioned phonograph and the 
bell of the stethc. _pe on the heart 
or lung, he is observing a long, his- 
torical] tradition in medicine. 

The first ect, called percussion, 
was introduced in the middle of 
the eighteenth century (1761) by 
an Austrian physician, Leopold 
Auenbrugger. When Auenbrugger 
was appointed to the medical staff 
of the Vienna Hospital, he found 
that the saying which was popu- 
lar in his day: “How difficult it is 
to learn about diseases of the 
chest,” was all too true. 

He had « patient who died and 
at the autopsy they found that the 
chest vas half full of fluid, which 
he had never suspected during life. 
And then he remembered his boy- 
hood when his fat*--- who was the 
host of an inn on the Italian bor- 
der, would determine how much 
wine there was in a wine cask by 
slapping the sides of the cask from 
above downward. He obtained a 
hollow note where the cask was 
empty and a dull note where the 
wine began. Now the wine cask 
Was something like the chest: it 
had stiff walls and they were 
opaque. The condition of the wine 
cask, half full of wine, was like 
the condition of Auenbrugger’s 
patient, whose chest was half full 
of fluid, 

* 2 @#. 

HE TRIED ON other patients to 
find out whether ne could deter- 
mine the presence of fluid by tap- 
ping the chest with his fingers and 
found that he could. Of course, 
we have extended Auenbrugger’s 
method of pe--ussion greatly: not 
only can we determine the pres- 
ence of fluid in the chest, but dif- 
ferent amounts of infiltration of 
solidity into the nomally aerated 
part of the lung, as in pneumonia 
and tuberculosis. 

The method of percussion was 
not much taken up for about 50 
years until Napoleon’s brilliant 
physician, Corvissart, came across 
one of Auenbrugger’s little books 
and reintroduced the method into 
practice. This was very exciting 
in the brilliant intellectual atmos- 
phere of France early in the nine- 
teenth century and a young Bre- 
ton, Dr, Laennec, who had a large 
service of patients at the Necker 
Hospital in Paris, was thinking 
about some of the ways by which 
he could make an exact diagnosis 
of chest diseases through the sense 
of hearing.

ONE DAY HE SAW some chil- 
dren playing on a see-saw. One 
would put his ear to one end of 
the see-saw and another would 
scratch a message with a pin on 
the other end, Laennec conceived 
the idea that if he had a hollow 
tube and placed one end in his ear 
and the other on the patient’s 
chest, he could hear many sounds, 
and so the stethoscope was born. It 
is one of the three most valuable 
instruments which the physician 
uses even today: the other two be- 
ing the thermometer and the 
watch. With the stethoscope we 
can hear the sounds of the heart 
and of the lungs and determine 
whether they are normal, and if 
abnormal, in what way. 


Questions and Answers. 


F. F. D.:—What is the cause of 
gangrene of the great toe of old 
people? How can it be prevented? 


Answer: It is due to a harden- 
ing of the artery going to the toe, 
It is aggravated by and more fre- 
quently occurs in association with 
diabetes than without it. It can be 
prevented by treatment of the dia- 
betic, by keeping the toe elevated, 
removing all constridtion of the 
circulation of the leg, such as gar- 
ters; when sitting, use a foot stool 
so that the edge of the chair will 
not obstruct the circulation of the 
leg.

AVE you read a book called 
H “Is Germany Incurable?” by 

Richard N. Bruckner, M. D.?

I spent the morning at a meet- 
ing of the heads and members of 
national women’s organizations, 
called by Mr. Charles Taft, direc- 
tor of Community War Services, 
in an effort to discuss social pro- 
tection. Director McNutt opened 
the meeting.

Eliot Ness outlined the problem as 
it faces the country today. Miss 
Elsa Castendyck of the Children's 
Bureau, discussed juvenile delin- 
quency in the teen-age group, and 
Miss Jane Hoey spoke of the prob- 
lem in connection with families 
needing public assistance. 

I have always felt that this prob- 
lem is very largely tied up with 
general social conditions and what 
we do in our communities to meet 
the needs of young people and 
older people. It is not just a ques- 


tion of caring for those who are 
the victims of social diseases, it 
is really a question of removing 
the conditions which bring about 
environments where social diseases 
flourish. Women’s organizations 
should take a special interest in 
this problem, because it affects the 
home. In wartime many of these 
problems are brought to us and 
dramatized as they might not be 
under peaceful conditions, but the 
problem is one that exists at all 
times and will have to be followed 
up after the war if we really want 
to make a dent in the ravages 
caused by these dread diseases. 

I have just seen the plans for 
child service centers which are 
contemplated in the Henry J. 
Kaiser shipyards, and I hope they 
will be able to put them through 
in all their plants. It will certainly 
make it more possible for women 
with young children to go to work 
with the feeling that their children 
are well cared for. The children 
will get an opportunity for expert 
care and training which will 
probably be of value throughout 
their lives,

“T gat East, and it was only be- 
cause I smelled a rat in connection 
with South’s spade bid that I 
doubled the three no trump con- 
tract. My partner, however, 
opened a low heart. Dummy’s 
jack won, while I played the deuce, 
and declarer led a low diamond to 
his own Jack. My partner won 
with the king and went right 
back to hearts. Declarer won in 
his own hand, then ran off the 
diamond suit. I discarded one club 
and two spades, declarer discarded 
one club and one spade, and West 
let go his two precious hearts. 
Now when a club was led from 
dummy, I went right up with the 
ace, figuring that if I played low, 
declarer would win, then throw 
me back on lead and force me to 
return a spade up to the king. (I 
had already decided that if declar- 
er really had the spade queen, 
there was no hope for us.) After 
winning with the club ace, I led 
back the low club. Declarer put 


up the king, dropping my part-. 


ner’s queen, then threw me in 
with the club, and I still had. to 
concede the fulfilling trick to the 
spade king. 


“The argument that arose be- 
tween partner and myself was 
whether or not he should have 
seen through the bidding and 
opened a spade.

It is quite fair to say that West 
should have had strong suspicions 
about South’s spade bid and, on 
that basis alone, should have 
opened,a spade.

South, having started with 
oné club, had bid a spade on the 
second round and had promptly 
been raised in spades by North. 
Presumably, North would not raise 
this secondarily bid suit without 
strong support (actually, North’s 
raise was bad) and (therefore 
South, if he had an honest spade 
suit, probably would not abandon 
it in favor of a no trump contract 
which, considering East’s double 
and West’s scattered strength, 
could not be entirely sound. North 
had refused to raise no trump, yet 
South had persisted to the three 
level. In view of this fact, it was 
to be assumed that South had con- 
siderable strength in the unbid 
suit, hearts. There was a chance, 
of course, that South’s club bid, 
not his spade bid, had been “pho- 
ney,” but this was extremely un- 
likely because, under that circum- 
stance, South would have wel- 
comed the chance to play the hand 
at spades. It was scarcely pos- 
sible that both of South’s bids were 
psychic, 


Going a step further, however, if 
East had not put up the club ace 
when he did, West would have had 
the chance to get on lead with the 
club queen and finally shift to 
spades.

fightin’ both for secession and agin 
it—all in less than an hour!” 

Luckily, the commander of the 
gunboat, after I had told him my 
story, took the same humorous 
view of the matter, and I was 
allowed to go free when we re- 
turned to St. Louis. 

I’ve noticed in fiction books and 
plays that, when something real 
wicked happeng to the characters, 
it usually occurs during bad wea- 
ther. In fiction it seems that trag- 
edy and stormy weather go hand 
in hand, But I haven't found that 
to be so in real life. I was an 
eyewitness to the tail end of one 


of the worst tragedies that ever 


happened on water since men be- 
gan to go down to the sea in ships. 
The weather was perfect that day. 
It was, to be exact, the fine spring 
morning of April 27, 1865, and I 
was leaning against the rail up in 
the bow of the sidewheeler Ro- 
dolph, enjoying the sunshine. We 
were just below Memphis. 


I had been on the river, off and 
on, for more than a year now, and 
I was beginning to consider myself 
a veteran, although I was only 13 
years old, It was easy to get a 
boat job because the end of the 
war brought a boom to the river. 
Many of the victorious Northern 
soldierg were being returned to 
their homes by steamboat. Normal 
passenger traffic was being re- 
established between the North and 
South, and a people wearied by 
four long, bloody years of war 
sought to forget. All the luxur- 
ious accommodations of a big city 
hotel were to be found on the 
river’s floating palaces, and many 
travelers and pleasure seekers 
were taking advantage of them. 

The great cotton fields of Dixie, 
rutted by the wheels of the cannon 
caissons, once more were being 
marked with neat furrows ag mus- 
tered-out soldiers prepared them 
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for-crops. King Cotton soon would 
travel southward again in regal 
splendor on the great waterways. 
The cotton boats, with extra large 
guards, were being groomed for 
service, Northern factories, which 
for four years had been grinding 
out munitions of war, were shift- 
ing to peacetime products, and 
much of this output would be 
shipped by river to the reconstruct- 
ing Southland.

N THE great river cites of New 
Joricans Cincinnati, Memphis, and 

St. Louis, financiers who had the 
Cash or who were able to raise the 
money by mortgaging their assets 
soon would be engaged in a fever- 
ish race to build boats in the hope 
of harvesting quick fortunes. I re- 
member that, although I wag a 
youngster and had no assets but 
the clothes on my back and a pair 
of willing hands, I was seized with 
the fever. I was tempted to 
swallow my pride, return home, 
and try to persuade my Uncle 
Frank to sell his business and buy 
into a steamboat. The new boom, 
boatmen believed, was the return 
of the river heyday of the golden 
fifties. 

But what we were unable to 
understand wag that the war, 
whose aftermath had provided a 
temporary stimulant to the ailing 
steamboat business, had nurtured 
the steamboat’s dangerous new 
rival, the railroad, and built it into 
a giant which soon was to destroy 
river commerce. The reliability 
of passenger travel and eight 
hauling on railroads had been 
proven by the movement of troops 
and munitions and other supplies 
during the war. The advantages 
of the railroad as an all-year-round 
vehicle of travel had been demon- 
strated. 

But I had none of these weighty 
thoughts on my mind on that 


Breaking the Rules of Gardening 


ON’T work in the garden 
when the soil is wet” is 
not just a rule; it’s sound 
common sense. But I broke the 
rule on Monday. With the kind of 
weather we have been having, 
some of us gardeners must let the 
rules go by the board now. 

The soil was so completely sat- 
urated that I sank in over my 
ankles. Here’s how to get around 
that, Find two short boards and 
make a-walk for yourself as you 
go along between the rows. First 
I worked on the carrots. Their 
fern-like leaves were beaten into 
the mud and in spots the just- 
forming carrots were exposed. By 
hand, I gently lifted up the 
greens, shook them to get off the 
mud. With the hand trowel, I 
scooped up just enough soil to 
cover the roots and hold the 
plants upright again. : 

All the cabbage family have 
been doing marvelously in spite 
of, or because of, the extra rain. 
They are heading in good order, 
growing sturdily. But the swift 
flowing water carried away s0 
much of the soil that some of my 
best broccoli and cabbage plants 
become topheavy and “listed to 
starboard” dangerously. These are 
emergency days. I got out the 
hoe and carefully pulled some of 
the soil back up around the stem. 
The cabbages and broccoli are up- 
right again. It may mean extra 
work breaking up the lumps when 
the soil finally dries out, but I am 
convinced that this is the time for 
such rule breaking. There wasn’t 
an exposed root or a “listing” plant 
when I finally left the garden. 

The rains haven’t damaged the 
tomato plants. In fact, I have 
seen clusters of tiny green fruits 
setting on the plants in some vic- 
tory gardens around town, But 
where last Sunday’s hailstorms 
hit, many of the tomato plants 
were seriously damaged, It means 
a setback to the whole future of 
the plant if the leaves are badly 
torn and the stem broken. a 
will do better to re-plant ag soon 
as possible; even though your 
plants might pull through, they 
won't produce their quotas. 

Tomato sticks are certainly hard 
to get this year. It is obvious 
from some of the poor substitutes 
I've seen in gardens around town 
that 6-foot high, sturdy stakes are 
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scarce as hen’s teeth. Those short 
stakes mean you won't be able 
to let your plants grow to the 
height that gives biggest produc- 
tion. Here’s a war-time substitute 
to give the biggest possible to- 
mato yield. Get one 12-foot long 
“2 by 4”, for each row of tomatoes 
in your garden. Cut it in half. 
It’s a bit of a job, but drive each 
6-foot pole at least a foot into 
the ground at each end of the 
row. Use any sort of sturdy scrap 
wood to make two stakes about 
18 inches long, and hammer them 
down a few feet out from each 
of your poles. 

Now with stout manila rope fas- 
tened to your low stake, then 
around your pole and across to 
pole and around the low stake, 
you can make a sort of fence. 
Three rope lines about 18 inches 
apart will make an excellent to- 
mato fence. Wire would make the 
construction work simpler but it 
is not to be had this year. As 
always, use strips of old rags or 
heavy soft string to tie up the 
plants. “Twice around the stake 
and once around the stem” for 
tieing up the plants will just be 
changed to “twice around the rope, 


etc.” 
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OU should be snapping off the 
Y “suckers” on tomato plants 
now. Otherwise they will quickly 
develop into big shoots and use up 
much of the plants’ growing 
strength. Look for the “suckers” 
or “side shoots” in the “V” be- 
tween the main stem and the 
branch-like leaves; give them a 
snap and off they'll come, Plants 
that are 18 to 20 inches apart 
should be trained to a single stem. 
However, if you have staggered 
your plants between rows or al- 
lowed them 24 or more inches of 
space apiece, you can hit for big- 
ger fruit production by allowing 
two side shoots to develop as soon 
as the main stem is quite sturdy. 
A tip from a member of the 
Webster Groves Men’s Garden 
Club may be the means of bringing 
pole beans into your garden. Do 


you know the “Maypole” or “Tee-, 


pee” arrangement that needs only 
about a four-foot square of space 
to produce a really big crop of, 
for instance, Kentucky Wonder, 
pole beans? It is not too late to 
plant them: You will need one 
sturdy center stake, a six-foot 
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2”x4”, and 12 short stakes for a 
four-foot square. Use very heavy 
twine to make the “Maypole” or 
“Teepee” arrangement. Plant two 
bean seeds an inch deep near each 
short outer stake. When they are 
up three or four inches, then to 
just one bean plant to each string. 
You may have to help the vines 
start up the twine and re-establish 
their grip on the twine after a 
hard wind. You'll be picking your 
first beans about 60 days after 
planting and on up to frost.time. 


Pole beans are much hardier 
than the bush type, bear better 
and many people prefer their fla- 
vor. Also they are excellent for 
canning. With this space-saving 
plan, there’s no reason why they 
should not find a place in our 
backyard farms.

I 
was just about to signal the pilot- 
house regarding my find when I 
saw another body in the water. It 
was larger than the other and the 
body of a woman. I knew it was 
a woman’s body because I had 
learned from old boatmen that 
women always float face upward 
and men face downward. 


Several other persons had 
spotted the floating bodies and 
were crowding to the rail. As the 
woman drifted close to the boat, I 
saw that one of her legs seemed 
to be hanging downward into the 
water and that it was bare. The 
other leg had a stocking on it. 
Then suddenly the river was full 
of bodies floating like cordwood, 
and all of them were dressed in 
the uniforms of Union soldiers, We 
recovered as many of the corpses 
as we could, and, when we tied 
up in Memphis, I learned the rea- 
son for their presence in the river. 
The steamboat Sultana, which was 
being used as a Union troop boat 
to transport Federal soldiers to 
their homes from Camp Fisk near 
Vicksburg, had been wrecked. 

From the lips of a soldier eur- 
vivor, I heard what happened. He 
was lying on a cot in a cabin of 
a boat tied up at Memphis, sip- 
ping a hot whisky drink. “It hap- 
pened just before daybreak,” he 
said. “We were stemming the cur- 
rent just above Memphis near that 
little group of islands they call 
‘Paddy's Hen and Chickens.’ I 
guess there were more than 2000 
of us soldiers aboard, and we were 
all feeling pretty good about being 
on our way home, I reckon there 
weren’t many who were asleep, the 
boat being crowded the way it was 
and all of us so excited.” 

Here the man took a big swallow 
of the hot drink before he con- 
tinued. “All at once the boat shiv- 
ered, and the decks seemed to fall 
apart. I figured—as soon as I had 
enough sense to think anything at 
all—that all of the boilers had let 
loose at once. In less than a 
minute the boat was a blazing 
bonfire. The explosion had shaken 
the red-hot coals out of the fire 
boxes, scattering them over the 
deck, and had knocked down 
lamps and lanterns.” 

The soldier took another swallow. 
“I was thrown into.the water by 
the first explosion. I’m a pretty 
good swimmer, but that cold water 
nearly paralyzed me, Soon I was 
able to get my legs and arms to 


‘our feet like paddle wheels. 
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working and looked around for the 
nearest bank. I could barely see 
land, way off in the distance. Then 
I knew I was in for it. The river 
right there was broad as a lake, 
because the levees had been 
broken down during the river 
battles. I wasn’t alone. The water 
was full of shouting, screaming 
men. It was so light from the 
flames of the burning boat that a 
person could have read a” news- 
paper if he had been of a mind 
to, and I'll never forget what I 
saw. Men were jumping into the 
water from the wreck, and, with 
their clotheg blazing, they looked 
like part of a fireworks display. 
Some of them went down like 
rocks as they hit the cold water.” 
* 2: 2 

HE survivor passed a hand over 
Tous face as if to shut out the 

scene. “I sighted a piece of 
wreckage and struck out for it. 
When I reached it, I found that it 
was a stateroom door. There were 
three others ahead of me. The four 
of us held on to that door and used 
We 
reached the bank after about an 
hour.” 

I learned later that close to 2000 
folks went to their death that 
night. That’s more people than 
were killed when the Titanic nit 
an iceberg and went down in the 
Atlantic Ocean, or when the Lusi- 
tania was torpedoed during the 
World War. I understand that 
about 1500 were drowned when the 
Titanic sank and that about 1200 
lost their lives on the Lusitania. 

The Sultana burned to the 
water’s edge, and for days after- 
ward bodies were found floating as 
far downriver as Helena, Ark. I 
don’t think that they ever found 
out exactly what happened to the 
Sultana. I remember there was a 
lot of loose talk that a Southern 
sympathizer had placed a shell in 
the boat’s fuel, but nothing was 
ever proved. 

It’s funny how, at a time like 
that, some little thing will stick in 
your mind and you'll forget more 
important happenings. : To my dy- 
ing day I'll remember that woman 
floating in the Mississippi with 
one stocking on and one stocking 
off. Explosions and high winds do 
strange things, and the explosion 
of those. bursting boilers must 
have peeled off one of those stock- 
ings and left the other on. I can 
understand this, because years later 
I was stripped almost naked by a 
river cyclone, without receiving a 
scratch.

Word For It

LACK—LIKE 
LIKELY—LIABLE 

This week’s Slip o’ the Tongue: 
“He likes sufficient education.” No. 
This error is especially common 
throughout the South and West. 
“Like” and “liking” must never be 
used for “lack” and “lacking.” Bet- 
ter say: He lacks sufficient educa- 
tion. Lacks rhymes with sacks. 

Wrong: “Do like I ‘do.” This 
usage is dialectal and should be 
avoided. Do not use “like” for 
“as.” Better say: Do as I do. 

Wrong: “He acted friendly like.” 
The authorities call this usage a 
vulgarism. Better say: He acted 
in a friendly way. 

Wrong: “John is strong like Will 
is.” Right: John is as strong as 
Will is. ' 

However, in the meaning of “re- 
sembles; of the same appearance 
or qualities,” the word “like” is 
correct, as: He looks like his fa- 
ther; she feels like a simpleton; 
it is not like this. at home. 

Wrong: “He is liable to succeed.” 
No, liable expresses a liability, or 
the idea of answering the unpleas- 
ant consequences of an act, as: 
Speeding renders one Liable to ar- 
rest; I am not Hable for his debts. 

In the meaning of “In all prob- 
ability,” use “likely,” as: He is 
likely to succeed; it is likely that 
it will rain. 

Incidentally, the word liable 
should have three syllables, thus: 
LY-uh-b’1, exactly as liable is pro- 
nounced in the word reliable: ree- 
LY-uh-b’1,

HERE are ways of beating 
meat rationing which the Gov- 
ernment approves and urges 
you to follow. They have nothing 
to do with black markets—and we 
hope you will have nothing to do 
with them either. You can always 
hunt for bargains in meat points 
just as you hunt for bargains in 
money. Many of the low-point- 
value meats, such as liver and the 
other specialty meats, have high 
food value and practically no waste. 
If you buy these you pay fewer 
points and get more value for them. 
Then butchers are permitted to re- 
duce the point values on meats 
which are in danger of spoiling 
if unsold; Saturday afternoon is 
the time you are likely to find this 
type of bargain, which is perfectly 
proper. You can watch for point 
value changes, too. They will be 
listed in meat stores, but if you’re 
smart, you will clip your own list 
from your newspaper, and keep it 
by you when planning your menus. 
Barbecued Veal Balls. 
Three-fourths pound ground veal 
shoulder or neck, one-fourth pound 
ground pork shoulder, one teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon minced onion, 
one-half cup dry bread crumbs, 
one-half cup milk, one egg, beaten. 
Mix all ingredients together and 
form into balls. Place in baking 
pan, cover with barbecue sauce and 
bake in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees) for 45 minutes.
